Miscellaneous Oils Steady 


Chinawood oil was steady at the close 
of the week. Demand was quiet, but of- 
ferings were lighter, importers apparently 
being disposed to await further develop- 


ments in the situation abroad. Quota- 
tions here and on the coast were about 
stationary. A somewhat better inquiry 


was noted for coconut oil, but actual busi- 
ness was apparently limited to unimpor- 
tant lots; prices here and on the coast 
were steady at previous levels. Tallow 
offerings were light and the market was 
steady, though quiet. The general list of 
animal, vegetable and fish oils, fats and 
greases had a steady tone. 


Antimony Metal Lower 


With a further slackening in the local 
demand to almost dormant condition, 
leading sellers fractionally reduced the 
price of antimony metal to 7c. per pound, 
despite the continued firmness of the 
primary market cables.

Petroleum Gossip 


The physical assets of the Mutual 
Oil Company of Pascagoula, Miss., has 
been sold to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Kentucky. Mutual Oil had 
40 stockholders with $40,000 paid up 
capital. 


The Refiners Oil Company, Dayton, 
Ohio, has filed with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission a complaint against 
rates on petroleum products’ from 
points in Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas and 
Louisiana to points in Ohio, asking for 
lower rates and reparation. 


The annual report of the Associated 
Oil Company for 1930 called attention 
to the fact that the company is erect- 
ing a 10,000-barrel cracking plant of the 
tube and tank type at its Avon re- 
finery, which will be one of the larg- 
est units of its kind in the world and 
which will cost $2,000,000. It is expect- 
ed to be completed in May, 1931. In 
addition, the company has started the 
erection of a modern refinery at Tsu- 
rumi, near Tokio, Japan, in conjunc- 
tion with the Mitsubishi interests. This 
plant will be completed this year. 


The Mexican Petroleum Company, 
subsidiary of the Pan American Petro- 
leum & Transport Company, which 
latter is controlled by the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana, has agreed to 
take all unsubscribed common stock of 
the Petroleum Heat & Power Company 
not acquired by the latter’s stockhold- 
ers through their warrants in the new 
financing plan recently announced to 
obtain $2,000,000 of new funds. These 
warrants expire March 13. E. G. Me- 
Keever, vice-president of the Mexican 
Petroleum Company, has been elected 
a director and member of the execu- 
tive committee of the Petroleum Heat 
& Power Company. 


John S. Hess, of the Sinclair Re- 
fining Company, this city, has been 
appointed chairman of the committee 
on disposal of refinery wastes of the 
American Petroleum Institute's divi- 
sion of refining. He succeeds A. 8S. 
Russell, of the Standard Oil Company 
of California, who has resigned both 
chairmanship and membership. L. G. 
Metcalf, Union Oil Company of Caii- 
fornia, Los Angeles, has been appoint- 
ed a member of the committee. ‘he 
committee, having published Section 1, 
“Water Waste Containing Oil,” of the 
API Manual on Disposal of Refinery 
Wastes, now is preparing Section 2.

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Profit-Paring Is So Futile 


It is not improbable that many materials 
in the chemical, drug, and oil markets could 
be sold at a reasonable profit at prices lower 
than those now obtaining. It is certain that 
a larger number could not, and that a good- 
ly number are being sold at prices which 
afford little, if any, profit. Prices in all of 
these markets are, on the average, lower 
than they were at the beginning of this year, 
and no evidence of an upward turn is in 
sight. The strange thing about it is that 
the reductions, for the most part, have been 
made in respect of materials which were 
priced at the first of the year too low to be 
profitable. Of course, these are the articles 
in which competition exists most exten- 
sively and most intensively. The pity is that 
nothing is being gained by this profit-sac- 
rificing competition in price. It is not, by 
any means, making business better. On the 
contrary, it is helping greatly to keep busi- 
ness bad. : 

Openly quoting a low price is the seller’s 
privilege. It is for him to determine what 
profit he is satisfied to make, or whether he 
will sell without profit in the belief that, 
otherwise, he would not be able to sell at all. 
Whether it is better to attempt to hold a 
place in the market at whatsoever cost or 
to insist on a profit and, perhaps, be unable 
to get any share in the little business that 
may be passing, is a question with which 
almost every seller is faced today. It is a 
difficult question to answer. Whichever pol- 
icy the seller adopts, he loses; and _ his 
choice, perforce, depends on whether he be- 
lieves that it will be more difficult to recoup 
his losses when prices become more gener- 
ally profitable or to regain his customers 
when prices are advanced to the level at 
which he is willing to sell. His loss in sell- 
ing without a profit will be comparatively 
temporary—at least, he can so convince 
himself. The loss of his customers may be 
permanent—at least, he can easily take this 
view. 

The price at which an article can now be 
sold at a profit will not afford an opportu- 
nity rapidly to make up losses incurred in 
selling without profit; a greater margin will 
have to be got. If the seller, who would be 
content with a reasonable profit now and 
who insists that he be allowed to make this 
profit, will be no more avaricious when the 
opportunity comes for the sacrificers of 
profit to get a better price, he can be sure 
of regaining the trade he may have lost 
through his refusal to be stampeded toward 
bankruptcy. The others will have losses to 
make up; hence his price may reasonably 
be expected to be low in comparison with 
that which they will find necessary. Un- 
fortunately, the law of supply and de- 
mand, as applied by most sellers and 
buyers, is amended by one or the other to 
suit his purpose. So that, instead of being 
a simple matter of stablizing the relation- 
ship between production and consumption, 
it is employed as an excuse for charging all 
that the traffic will bear when demand is 
strong and for insisting that prices be cut 
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down to or even below cost in times of over- 
supply. 

It would be an almost Utopian expecta- 
tion to look for business to be done on the 
stable basis of cost plus a reasonable profit. 
But, this policy would do more than any 
other to prevent the ups and downs which 
repeatedly force business into disastrous 
uncertainty. Undulating prices and undulat- 
ing business activities are not, as they are 
generally assumed to be, mere concomi- 
tants of an uncontrolled process with which 
industry and commerce are inseparably 
bound. They are the causes of business 
conditions, not the results, and they can be 
controlled. Until they are controlled, busi- 
ness will continue to be good now and bad 
then, and the weirdly conceived and illogi- 
cal belief in the inevitableness of the so- 
called “business cycle” will persist. If in- 
dustry and commerce never over-reached 
the evident, reasonable limitations in pro- 
duction and in price, they would not be 
forced to suffer the vicissitudes of the reac- 
tion that, under present policies and prac- 
tices, is the only means whereby stabiliza- 
tion can be effected. Continuous, controlled 
and controlling stabilization would be so 
much better than the intermittent inflation 
and deflation of the accepted business 
process. 

Practice, not theory, must, however, guide 
the business man in the determination of his 
policies. Insofar as he can, he decides for 
himself; but he is to a large extent the vic- 
tim of circumstances over which he can ex- 
ercise no control. He is not to be condemned 
for accepting the general belief that the 
only way to get business when there is but 
little to be had is to offer inducements in 
the way of low prices. When he makes 
such offers openly, he is competing fairly, 
as he has ample reason to believe that his 
survival depends on his doing what he does. 
But, when, openly naming one price, he 
seeks to attract business by secretly offer- 
ing to sell at a lower figure, his methods are 
not fair, and no necessity of self-preserva- 
tion can excuse them. 


Low as prices are today in the open mar- 
ket, the practice of offering concessions se- 
cretly or paying secret “commissions” 
which are nothing but bribes still persists 
in some quarters. Even at the time when 
general market prices were such as to af- 
ford more than a necessary profit, the secret 
offering of concessions, rebates, and bribes 
had nothing in honor or honesty to justify 
it. Today, when openly quoted prices in 
but very few instances afford as much as a 
reasonable profit, this practice is foolish as 
well as crooked. 


The seller who gets the reputation of un- 
derselling his competitors openly may have 
a chance to recoup his losses, if he is losing 
on the practice, when prices turn upward. 
Perhaps, he will be in a better position then 
to offer attractive prices. But, the seller 
who is so fearful of his unstable position in 
his market that he resorts to secret under- 
selling will never be rid of that fear. He 
will never be able to get a profitable price 
for his goods; because his customers will 
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always be only those whose policy is to in- 
sist on bargains. Buyers who fall for the 
wiles of the secret rebater or briber may 
have a temporary advantage over those who 
believe that there is honor in business, but 
they, too, will be losers in the long run. 
Somebody some time must pay the losses 
resulting from the sacrificing of profits. And 
when the secret underseller sinks into ob- 
livion in his own slime, the honorable seller 
cannot be expected to take care of those 
who had given their support to dishonorable 
practices. 





Naval Stores Are Farm Products 

Failing in his efforts to have Congress 
approve his bill to classify naval stores as 
agricultural products, the senator from 
(;seorgia who had been making this effort 
for several years, succeeded in the last hours 
of the session in forcing acceptance of his 
proposal by tacking it on as a rider to the 
bill to extend the tax on oleomargarin to 
the naturally colored product. This bit of 
legislative strategy is well in keeping with 
other efforts that have been made to remedy 
the backwardness of gum naval stores pro- 
ducers. Its results may be beneficial—cer- 
tainly no change in conditions could make 
matters much worse. But, it is not a step 
in the direction of real, substantial improve- 
ment, such as could reasonably be expected 
to come through recognition of the obvious 
fact that naval stores are industrial ma- 
terials and should be produced and mar- 
keted—particularly marketed—in accord- 
ance with the simple economics of industry. 

Naval stores producers have not taken 
kindly to suggestions that they would even- 
tually fare better if they strove for indus- 
trial improvement than in seeking to be le- 
gally classified as agriculturists. There may 
be reasons for this attitude, but efforts to 
get a plain-spoken, detailed statement as to 
why the agricultural idea alone is thought 
to be (as it has been asserted) practicable, 
have been futile. Although the producers 
must deal with industry, because their prod- 
ucts are almost wholly consumed by in- 
dustry, they have persisted in an attitude of 
suspicion and antagonism, or at least, 
apathy toward all endeavors of the con- 
suming industries and of the intermediate 
distributors to promote the mutual relations 
that are essential to satisfactory, successful, 
and profitable transactions. 

There can be no doubt that producers of 
gum naval stores are and long have been 
in need of assistance and advice. They have 
had plenty of the latter; but, as is evidenced 
in the unreasonably rigid proscriptions in 
the naval stores act and the stubborn re- 
sistance of all efforts to put common sense 
into the language of that statute, this advice 
has not always been of a beneficial sort. 
Assistance has been offered to the producers 
of gum naval stores on many occasions. 
Largely it has been along the lines of im- 
proving their marketing methods. Some 
headway has been made at times in this di- 
rection, but the general results have fallen 
far short of the necessity.

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Oil Tariff Probe 
Ordered by House 


Refinery Predects Are Included 
In Request for Cost, Data 
—Senate Filibuster 


WASHINGTON, March 4, 
Another investigation of the petro- 
leum import situation by the Tariff 
Commission was directed by the house 
yesterday in adopting a resolution 
sponsored by the ways and means 
committee. 

Early in February, the commission, 
acting under the direction of Congress, 
made a report of a special investiga- 
tion into the cost of domestic crude 
oil delivered to Atlantic coast refiner- 
ies and of crude oil from the Mara- 
caibo basin of Venezuela delivered to 
the same refineries. After refusing re- 
quests of representatives of the inde- 
pendent oil industry for a duty or em- 
bargo on oil, the ways and means com- 
mittee approved a resolution directing 
a more complete study by the Tariff 
Commission. 


Scope of Investigation 


The house resolution, which did not 
require Senate approval directs the 
Commission as follows:— 

° to investigate the differences in 
the cost of production of the following 
domestic articles and of any like or 
similar foreign articles:—Crude petro- 
leum, fuel oil, gasoline and lubricating 
oils. ’ 

The investigation made under this 
resolution shall be made as if such in- 
vestigation were an investigation author- 
ized under section 336 of the tariff act 
ef 1930, except that the cost of produc- 
tion of foreign articles shall be ascer- 
tained only for foreign articles exported, 
directly or indirectly, from countries from 
which there was exported, directly or in- 
directly, to the United States during the 
period from January 1, 1929, to Decem- 
ber 31, 1930, inclusive, more than 2,000,- 
600 barrels in the aggregate of crude 
petroleum, fuel oil, gasoline, and lubricat- 
ing oils, and except that the Tariff Com- 
mission shall report the results of its 
investigation to the President and to the 
House of Representatives not later than 
the beginning of the next regular session 
of Congress. 

The commission will be able to use 
many of the data already collected, in 
ecenducting its new investigation, and 
as a large percentage of the oil pro- 
ducers in the country which will be 
included are American corporations,

Oil Filibuster in Senate 


Irked by the refusal of the senate to 
adopt any legislation to assist the in- 
dependent petroleum industry, Senator 
Elmer Thomas, of Oklahoma succeeded 
in blocking practically all legislation 
pending on the senate calendar during 
the last two days of the session. 

For weeks the senate calendar con- 
tained the Capper bill to place a 
limited embargo on imports of petro- 


leum, but no action on this measure 
was taken. Realizing that this Dill 


would not be adopted because of the 
fact that a similar measure failed to 
meet approval by the house ways and 
means committee, Senator Thomas 
sought adoption of a resolution calling 
for a general investigation of the status 
of the oil industry, including prices 
and competitive conditions, to be con- 
ducted by a special commission ap- 
pointed by the President. As every 
attempt to bring this measure to a 
vote was blocked by senators opposing 
an oil tariff, Senator Thomas an- 
nounced he would conduct a one-man 
filibuster against all measures which 
his opponents hoped to enact before 
noon March 4. He held the floor most 
of Tuesday and until after midnight, 
and refused to yield the floor for a 
motion to recess until given assurance 
he would have the floor upon recon- 


vening Wednesday morning. He suc- 
ceeded in blocking passage of the 


Vestal copyright revision bill, which had 
already passed the house and which 
was strongly supported by a majority 
of the senate, and a large number of 
other measures which were slated to 
be enacted during the closing hours. 

To make his “revenge” complete, the 
Oklahoma senator refused to permit 
confirmation of a large number of nom- 
inees for executive positions, and he 
even refused, at five minutes before 
noon, to permit the adoption of a reso- 
lution notifying President Hoover, who 
was waiting in an adjoining room, that 
the senate had ended its session and 
was ready to adjourn. 

In the course of his two-day speech 
Senator Thomas reviewed a good deal 
of the history of the petroleum industry 
and of the ills now surrounding it. 
The high point of his speech was 
reached in the middle of Wednesday 
forenoon, when he produced a pair of 
patched, oily overalls and said that they 
were about all that was left of the man 
he was representing, the oil field work- 
er and the farmer and laborer who, 
he said, constituted the half of the 
nation which this Congress has ignored. 





Gasoline Dealers Form 


Group to Seek Tariff 


BALTIMORE March 4, 1931. 
Four hundred independent proprie- 
tors of gasoline filling stations in 
this city have organized to co-operate 


with independent oil producers, with 
headquarters in Washington, accord- 


ing to John R. Gardner, president of 
the local organization. One of the pur- 
poses of the combination with the pro- 
ducers, Mr. Gardner says, is to bring 
about the imposition of a high duty on 
gasoline imported from foreign coun- 
tries, among them Mexico and others. 
This flow of gasoline into the United 
States, according to Mr. Gardner, has 
thrown out of employment thousands 
of men in the American oil fields and 
has worked serious injury to all deal- 
ers who handle oil produced in the 
United States. Efforts of certain com- 
panies to make gasoline filling stations 
handle only gasoline produced by one 
concern have been defeated by the in- 
dependent gasoline dealers, Mr. Gard- 
ner added. Distributors tried to cut 
the profit of dealers from 4 to 3 cents 
per gallon for those who were not 
allied with one concern, Latterly the 
4-cent profit has been restored, ac- 
cording to Mr. Gardner, 





Persia Makes Monopoly 
Of All Foreign Trade 


WASHINGTON, March 6, 1931. 


An act of the Persian Parliament, 
passed February 25, establishes for- 
eign trade as a government monopoly 
effective from the date of enactment of 
the law, according to a cablegram re- 
ceived in the Department of Commerce 
from the vice-consul at Teheran. The 


right of importing and exporting all 
natural and industrial products and 
the fixing of a temporary or permanent 
ratio of imports and exports is there- 
by granted to the government, which is 
further empowered to prohibit the im- 
portation of foreign goods into Persian 
territory until the passage of a sup- 
plement to this law. 

This supplement is now in commit- 
tee and requires importers of foreign 
goods to export the equivalent in Per- 
sian commodities. Merchandise now at 
Persian ports will probably be unaf- 
fected by this measure. 


Muscle Shoals Plants 
Still Await Disposal 


President Vetoes Plan to Have 
U.S.Enter Fertilizer and 


Power Business 


WASHINGTON, March 4, 1931. 

The Muscle Shoals problem remain- 
ed for still another Congress as the 
Seventy-first Congress adjourned to- 
day shortly after sustaining the Presi- 
dent’s veto of the disposal plan it had 
enacted a week before. 

Twice during the long post-war 
period in which the problem of utiliz- 
ing the Muscle Shoals munitions plants 
has been before Congress have both 
house and senate agreed on legislation, 
and in both instances they have met 
executive disapproval. The bill given 
a pocket veto by President Coolidge 
three years ago and that returned to 
Congress this week by President 
Hoover both provided essentially for 
government operation of the Tennes- 
see river plants for the sale of hydro- 
electric power and the manufacture of 
fertilizer. 

President Hoover’s veto of the bill 
was sent to the senate March 3, about 
twenty-four hours before the end of 
the session. Late that evening the 
senate sustained the veto by a vote 
of 49 to 34, which was short of the 
necessary.two-thirds. As the bill ori- 
ginated in the senate this body re- 
ceived the veto message and as the 
executive was sustained, the house 
was not called upon to act. 

President Hoover could have killed 
the bill with a pocket veto, as it was 
sent to him less than ten days before 
the adjournment of Congress; but he 
choose to return it with a lengthy 
message stating his views. 


Lease Not of Interest 


He declared the nitrate plants to be 
obsolete and not needed for national 
defense, and said the leasing provision 
of the bill was of “no utility,” because 
inquiry disclosed that no responsible 
concern would consider a bid under 
the terms of the measure. Henry Ford 
informed the governor of Alabama 
that he was no longer interested in 
Muscle Shoals. The President pre- 
dicted that government operation of 
the nitrate plants would be a failure, 
and ridiculed the qualifications laid 
down for executives of the proposed 
government corporation. 

The President’s principal interest in 
Muscle Shoals is its power aspect, and 
the greater part of the veto measure 
was devoted to this phase. Analyzing 
the cost of operating the plants, he 
said the government would lose some 
$2,000,000 annually in selling power in 
competition with private utilities in 
the region. He said the bill squarely 
raised the issue of government opera- 
tion of power projects, a plan he op- 
poses while favoring government reg- 
ulation.

I am firmly opposed to the government 
entering into any business the major pur- 
pose of which is competition with our 
citizens....I hesitate to contemplate the 
future of our institutions, of our govern- 
ment, of our country if the preoccupation 
of its officials is to be no longer the 
promotion of justice and equal opportun- 
ity but is to be devoted to barter in the 
markets. That is not liberalism, it is 
degeneration.

These companies man- 
ufacture a wide variety of products, 
including road materials, creosote oil, 
roofing and building materials, pitches, 
tars, benzenes and other light oils, tar 
acids, tar acid oils, agricultural in- 
secticides and fungicides, cattle dips, 
ammonia sulphate, paints, naphthalene, 
and other coaltar basic products. 

The Koppers Company controls its 
own sources of supply for coaltar and 
other raw materials. It says that the 
consolidation of its marketing opera- 
tions is expected to result in greater 
efficiency and better technical service 
for consumers. 


Obituaries 
William S. Miller 


William S. Miller, dean of California 
oil men and former chairman of the 
Standard Oil Company of California, 
died March 2 at his home in San Fran- 
cisco. He retired from business in 1919, 
after forty-five year in the oil industry. 
He was in his eighty-seventh year and 
was a native of Alleghany county, Pa., 
where he was born in 1845. 


Mr. Miller began his business career 
as a youth in the employ of the Alle- 
ghany & Oil Creek Railroad, rising to 
the managership of the road which was 
absorbed by the Pennsylvania system. 
He retired from railroading in 1875 to 
enter the oil industry, establishing his 
own business in Pennsylvania. He sold 
this business in 1881 to the Star Oil 
Company, a subsidiary of the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, joining 
the purchasing company in an execu- 
tive capacity. In 1884 he was placed 
in charge of the central New York oil 
fields of the company, with headquar- 
ters in Syracuse, N. Y. 


In 1890, Mr. Miller went to San Fran- 
cisco to serve as treasurer of the 
Standard Oil Company of Iowa, a sub- 
sidiary of the New Jersey company 
operating in California, which became 
the Standard Oil Company of Califor- 
nia following the reorganization of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey’s 
business as a result of the 1911 disso- 
lution decree of the United States Su- 
preme Court. In the reorganization, 
Mr. Miller was made vice-president of 
the California company subsequently 
becoming chairman of the board of 
directors which office he held when 
he retired in 1919. 


In December 25, 1915, Mr. Miller and 
his wife observed the fiftieth anni- 
versary of their wedding. He was an 
enthusiastic devotee of golfing and 
was one of the organizers of the San 
Francisco Golf Club. He was also a 
member of the Pacific Union Club. Mrs. 
Miller died three years ago and the 
only surviving members of his family 
are two nieces. 


Robert J. Wall 


tobert J. Wall, who had been credit 
manager of the National Lead Com- 
pany for the last thirty years, died 
suddenly March 2 at his home in Brook- 
lyn. Mr. Wall was a native of Mont- 
real, Canada, and was fifty-five years 
old. He was widely known as a lead- 
ing hockey and lacrosse player in his 
younger days, when he was captain of 
the teams of the Crescent Athletic 
Club, Brooklyn, of which club he was 
at one time treasurer and a member 
of the board of directors. He was also 
prominent in tennis, water polo and 
other sports. He leaves a sister, Miss 
Elizabeth Wall, and four brothers.

Costs in Russia 


Differences in Cost of Materials 
And Working Efficiency 
Cause Variations 


Recent developments in the chemical 
industry of Soviet Russia and the plans 
et enormous expansion for the near 
future are undoubtedly of interest to 
international circles. Knowledge, out- 
side Russia, of conditions there and of 
What is going on in the various indus- 
tries is, however, limited to whatever 
there is to be had from Russian 
sources of information, which can 
hardly be argued or disputed, as there 
is no means of checking up on them. 
The following data and figures on con- 
ditions governing the prices of sul- 
phurie acid in Russia are taken from a 
summary on the subject published in 
the “Journal for the Chemical Indus- 
try of U. S. S. R.,” which is the official 
san of the chemical industry of 
soviet Russia. The figures and facts 
are quoted from the foregoing source 
without comment. 

The cost of production of sulphuric 
icid in Russia varies for the different 
chemical plants, and depends largely 
on the proximity of the plants to the 
sources of raw materials as well as to 
the power supply. Most advantageously 
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lowated are the chemical works of the 
Urals, such as the Polievski plant and 
the Perm and Shaitan works, which 
uive the pyrites of the Urals at their 
disposal. The Konstantinovka works 
has a good power supply, but is at the 
disidvantage of obtaining pyrites from 
the far-distant Urals. All other plants 

ive to carry their pyrites as well as 
power from far points of supply, with 
the exception of the Alagirski works of 
the ‘“Polymetal” trust, which makes 
use of gases as raw material and is not 
dependent on pyrites. 


Cost Variations 


: The costs of producing sulphuric :cid 
in the various districts have been as 
follows during the vears indicated: 
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Most surprising the low prices 
queted for 1923-24, which are probably 
(tue to the industrial depression which 
ferced the prices of raw  muterials 
much below world parity, as well as 
to low freight rates.

The production cost was largely af- 
fected by fluctuations of prices of the 
basic products. These fluctuations were 
not only the result of a disparity of 
market prices, but to a great extent 
were caused by irrational methods of 
manufacture applied at the plants. 
lack of storage facilities caused all 
kinds of inconvenience us Well as un- 
necessary expenditures which in some 
places drove the pyrites price as high 
as 27 roubles per ton; whereus, the 
actual cost was 6 roubles per ton. The 
price of pyrites in 1923-24 at the vari- 
ous manufacturing points were:—Ural 
plants, 6.6 roubles per ton: at the 
Bondiujshki plant, 18 roubles: at the 
plants of the “Phosphatotok” trust, 22.2 
roubles; at the works of the Moscow 
heavy chémicals combine, 24 roubles: 
and at the plants of the Ukraine trust, 
27 roubles per ton. In 1924-25 freight 
rates went up and the price of pyrites 


Was advanced to 9.60 roubles per ton 
(from 6 roubles in 1923-24). In 1925-26 
pyrites was stabilized at 8.10 roubles 


per ton and the price of nitric acid was 
lowered by 18 percent. At the same 
time, however, freight rates were ad- 
vanced, and prices went up for com- 
bustibles, and the general overhead 
which was to be added to the pyrites 
price was unusually high.

The George amendment to the oleo- 
margarin tax law adds a new section 
to the agricultural marketing act read- 
ing as follows:— 

As used in this act, the term “agricul- 
tural commodity” includes, in addition to 
other agricultural commodities, crude gum 
(oleoresin) from a living tree, and the 
following products as processed by the 
original producer of the crude gum (oleo- 
resin) from which derived:—-gum spirits 
of turpentine and gum resin, as defined in 


the naval stores act, approved March 3, 
123. 

Producers Have Sought Loan 
The agricultural marketing act, 


sometimes called the farm relief law, 
was adopted in June, 1929, and created 
the Federal Farm Board. Naval stores 


producers applied to the board soon 
after its creation for a loan on gum 
turpentine and rosin, but the board 
then and since refused to recognize 
these products as agricultural com- 
modities. This new legislation gives 
producers of the naval stores men- 


tioned full benefits of this law. 

The principal assistance which may 
be obtained from the Farm Board is 
a loan to finance the marketing op- 
erations of a co-operative association 


together with advice and assistance 
from experienced marketers on the 
government staff. An advisory com- 
modity committee may be set up to 


assist the Farm Board and the asso- 
ciation, and it is possible that in case 
of a large surplus a stabilization cor- 
poration may be set up to withhold 
supplies from the market when con- 
sidered necessary. It has been the 
policy of the Farm Board to operate 
only through a single national co-op- 
erative association representing prac- 
tically all co-operative efforts in the 
tield, and the board has at times aided 
in bringing together rival organiza- 
tions. 

This action by Congress comes at @ 
time when the Federal Farm Loan 
Board, a different and older govern- 
ment agency, has before it an applica- 
tion for a loan of $1,800,000 from the 
Gum Turpentine-Rosin Marketing As- 
sociation. This loan would be made by 
the Federal Intermediate Credit Bank 
of Columbia, and would secured 
by warehouse receipts on naval stores 
in bonded warehouses. The _ inter- 
mediate bank has power to make such 
loans to responsible co-operative mar- 
keting associations on commodities 
approved by the Farm Loan Board. 
For several weeks the board has been 
attempting to decide whether naval 
stores constitute an agricultural prod- 
uct. 


Board Action in Doubt 


Officials of the board were reluctant 
today to discuss whether their decision 
would be influenced by the recent leg- 
islation, but they admitted that, should 


they decide to consider naval stores 
as a farm product for the purposes 
of the Farm Loan Board, they will be 
in no danger of being at variance with 
the practice of the Federal Farm 
Board. It was suggested that it is 
possible that the Federal Farm Loan 


Poard will not at this time puss direct- 
ly upon the classification of the naval 
stores, but may leave the way open 
for the Columbia bank to make the 
loan on its merits if it sees fit.

Pig Lead, Slab Zinc, and Pigments Hold Steady in 
All Markets--Large Program for Federal Building Is 
Noted--Construction Gains Reported in Chicago Area 


Moderate to quiet demand was the 
prevailing characteristic for most ar- 
ticles in the paint market. While the 
inquiry for pigments was reported to 
have shown some increase, gains in 
sales were not always as satisfactory 
as could he wished. 

Prices for pig lead and slab zine in 
the New York and East St. Louis mar- 
kets were without change to a late 
hour last week. Stability seemed to 
be the underlying virtue of the mar- 
ket and that despite the fact that 
cables from London showed that a 
somewhat easier trend in values had 
developed there from day to day. Sta- 
tistics covering the import and export 
of both metals in the United States, 
Great Britain, Canada, Germany, and 
Poland revealed a falling off generally 
in the business done in January, when 
comparison was made with that done 
in December, November and October of 
last year.

Polish exports reached 8,934 long 
tons in December as compared with 
9,788 long tons in November. German 
importations totaled 7,214 tons in De- 
cember, being the smallest amount for 
some time. The November figures 
were 8,978 tons, while those in Octo- 
ber reached 10,127 tons. Exports 
amounted to 2,250 tons in December 
and 2,204 in November.

Reports from Chicago showed sub- 
stantial gains in February over the 
previous month and the corresponding 
month a year ago. A total of 126 per- 
mits issued in Chicago aggregated $7,- 
877,000, representing increase of 177.5 
percent over the January total of $2,- 
$38,400 and a 46.5 percent gain over 
the February, 1930, volume of $5,442,500. 

A steady or firm tone prevailed in 
the market for varnish gums in the 
absence of any material change in con- 
ditions ruling abroad where the tend- 
ency of some products recently was 
upward, adding to replacement costs 
here. Quotations in the local market 
were generally mainiained at the levels 
in effect in the previous week. There 
was little change in the character of 
business. Inquiries were received in a 
fair volume but much of the purchas- 
ing was limited to unimportant quan- 
tities, consumers showing little dispo- 
sition to purchase ahead. 

Dry colors, as well as colors in oil, 
were steady, previous selling schedules 
being adhered to. There was no broad- 
ening of trade but in some cases a 
more optimistic feeling was noted re- 
garding the outlook, an expansion in 
demand being anticipated with the ap- 
proach of spring.

Metallic Lead and Zinc 


Prices for lead and zinc in the New 
York and East St. Louis markets ruled 
without change throughout the past 
week. Cables from the London market 
recorded declines at times and indica- 
tions were that the market there was 
somewhat under the influences of a 
disturbing kind.

for spot. The record for zinc was 
“425 .ons of futures and 200 tons for 
spot delivery. It was also said that 
the use of lead in Great Britain in 1930 
Was about 5 percent ahead of the rec- 
ord in the previous year, equalling an 
increase of approximately 14,000 tons. 

A report from tKellogg, Idaho, indi- 
cated that the output of electrolytic 
zine in that city has been doubled to 
the amount of 25 or 30 tons of metal 


per day. This was said to be about 
half normal capacity. The increase 
does not indicate improvement in the 
zine situation. It will reduce the 


amount of zine concentrates that had 
been accumulating steadily. The 
American Zine Institute has compiled 
weighted average selling prices and 
sales for February. Sales of prime 
Western slab zine for February deliv- 
ery were 3,991 tons and the average 
price was 4.00lc. per pound, East St. 
Louis; for subsequent delivery sales 
were 11,597 tons, with an average price 
of 3.995¢. Sales of brass special for 
February delivery were 143 tons at a 
price of 4.086c.; for subsequent deliv- 
ery, 281 at a price of 4.205.

The demand for the past 
few months has been lagging behind 
the low production of 400,000 boxes per 
month, and with the first week in 
March passed, indications of any im- 
provement during the first quarter 
were wanting. The further lowering 
of the discounts in the previous week 
served to give the market a rather 
upset appearance.

Dry Color Trade in Brazil 


Practically all of the mineral pig-

French Naval Stores Cable 


WASHINGTON, March 6, 1931. 

In the Landes district during Febru ary 
the market for turpentine exhibited a 
steady tone, while rosin was weak, ac- 
cording to a cable, dated March 2, dis- 
patched by the consulate at Bordeaux to 
the Chemical Division. 

Export prices prevailing in the Landes 
area during the month were for turpen- 
tine, 325 francs per 100 kilos ($0.404 per 


gallon) ; W. W. rosin, 128 francs per 100 
kilos ($5.29 per 280 pounds); F. G. 
grades, 105 francs per 100 kilos ($4.34 
per 280 pounds). Carry-over stocks of 
naval stores for February were estimated 


to be considerably larger in volume than 
for February, 1930. It is considered likely 
that gum gatherings will be reduced in 
quantity unless prices improve. Exports 
of turpentine for January, 1931, amounted 
to 192 metric tons as against 330 metric 
tons for January, 1930; rosin exports 
totaled 3,741 metric tons during January, 
1931, as against 3,532 metric tons for 
January, 1930.

Refined Oil Futures Quiet with Narrow Changes in 
Quotations--Live Hogs and Lard Advance--Cotton 
Firmer--Southern Offerings Light and Prices Steady 


Quieter conditions prevailed in local 
ind Southern markets for cottonseed 
products last week and movements in 
quotations were generally narrow. In 
the South crude oil was steady or firm 
as a rule with offerings light. Re- 
ports in regard to the progress of farm 
work were less favorable as a result 
of rains but at this early stage of the 
season such talk did not receive much 
attention and the same was true of 
bullish news in regard to sales of fer- 
tilizers as it is contended that the price 
of cotton at planting time will have 
much to do with the use of fertilizers 
and the size of the next acreage. 

Quotations on refined oil futures on 
the New York Produce Exchange were 
easily influenced by a small prepon- 
derance of orders on either side of the 
market. There was further switching 
from near to distant positions. 
Strengthening developments were an 
upward trend in the markets for hogs 
und lard futures as well and firmness 
it times in cotton. 

Trading in cotton 
local market was quieter, operators 
apparently being disposed in some 
eases to await further developments 
ifter the recent advance. 


Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


Conditions prevailing in Southern 
markets did not undergo much change 
during the past week so far as the 
spot situation was concerned. Specu- 
lative operations in meal in the 
Memphis market continued on a rather 
liberal scale with quotations showing 
irregularity. Spot prices in most parts 
of the South, however, were steady 
despite the quietness of trade as well 
as weakness in competing products. 

Weather conditions prevailing in 
most parts of the South were not of 
a kind to stimulate demand from the 
feed trade, temperatures being com- 
paratively high. The weather in many 
sections during the month of Feb- 
ruary was unusually mild and there- 
fore favorable for pasturage. There 
Was apparently no improvement in the 
movement of meal into consuming 
channels in the fertilizer industry, al- 
though some reports seem to indicate 
that the acreage devoted to cotton 
during the new season will be larger 
than was at one time expected. 

Offerings of seed and products were 
generally reported as light, this being 
attributed in part to a desire on the 
part of holders to await the monthly 
government cottonseed report. In the 
Southeast 7 percent meal was main- 
tained at $23 to $23.50 per ton, while 
in the Valley 8 percent meal was 
quoted at $26.50 to $28 per ton. 


Cottonseed Oil 


Trading in refined cottonseed oil fu- 
tures was quieter last week. Commis- 
sion houses had fewer orders and lo- 
cal traders in some cases were inclined 
to curtail operations and await fur- 
ther developments in the general busi- 
ness situation and in the markets for 
securities and speculative commodities 
of importance as well as in various 
fats and greases. The action of the 
market for securities at times was less 
encouraging to those who believe that 
business in this country is slowly 
mending and that improvement will 
become more noticeable with the ap- 
proach of spring, but developments in 
the financial quarter were offset by 
rather more optimistic reports con- 
cerning certain branches of American 
industry and by the course of some 
commodities. 

The markets for live hogs and lard 
futures displayed noteworthy strength 
at times, the trend of prices being up- 
ward, with more or less influence upon 
sentiment in cottonseed oil circles. 
Also reports were heard to the effect 
that the inquiry for oils and fats was 
somewhat better even if actual pur- 
chasing was still generally limited to 
unimportant quantities. Supplies of 
many of these commodities are said to 
be light and it is contended that even 
a moderate increase in demand would 
be likely to find prompt reflection in 
higher prices. 

Sentiment in lard trade circles in 
the West appeared to be more bullish 
than it was recently. This was attrib- 
uted by some to a decrease in the 
movement of live hogs and to an im- 
proved outlook for export trade in 
lard. Clearances of lard from this port 
for foreign destinations have increased 
in recent weeks, and the movement 
since January 1 has shown a note- 
worthy gain as compared with the 
same time last year. 

Quotations on American lard in Liv- 
erpool had an upward trend last week. 
Stocks of refined lard in that market 


futures in the 


on March 1 were 747 tons as compared 
with 434 tons a month earlier and 
1,644 tons on the same date last year. 
The monthly statement of lard stocks 
in Chicago made a rather bullish 
showing. During the month of Feb- 
ruary there was an increase in stocks 
in that market of about 2,300,000 
pounds, which compared with an in- 
crease in the same month last year of 
about 13,500,000 pounds. Total supplies 
of lard in Chicago on March 1 were 
26,600,788 pounds, against 27,774,245 
pounds on February 15; 24,328,762 
pounds February 1, and 44,393,490 
pounds on March 1, last year. 

Live hog prices in Chicago were 20 
to 35 cents per 100 pounds higher at 
one time. Receipts there on Monday 
were 53,000 head, but the movement 
fell off sharply later in the week. The 
weight of the hogs received in Chicago 
during the week ended February 28 
on the average was 235 pounds against 
the same in the previous week and 
“37 pounds in the week before that. 
Southern markets for crude cotton- 
seed oil were generally steady, with 
offerings reported as light in all sec- 
tions. teports concerning the prog- 
ress of new cotton crop preparations 
were less favorable, rains having in- 
terrupted work in some sections. Sales 
of fertilizer in the Southeast thus far 
this year are said to be much smaller 
than in the corresponding time last 
year, as farmers are delaying pur- 
chases as long as possible. 

Offerings of oil contracts in the mar- 
ket here were light much of the time. 
There was further switching from 
March to later positions, some chang- 
ing to April at 10 points difference and 
to July at 33 to 35 points.

Chinawood Oil Wakens under Freer Offerings Here 
And on Pacific Coast--Coconut and Corn Maintained 
--Copra Firmer --Tallow Continues Steady -- Lard Up 


Trade in animal, 
oils, fats and greases continued on a 
conservative scale last week, many 
consumers still being disinclined to 
purchase in advance of actual needs, 
but in some instances a rather better 
inquiry was noted for small or moder- 
ate lots. There were few develop- 
ments of striking interest in the way 
of price changes but advances out- 
numbered reductions. 

Chinawood oil weakened here and on 
the coast. The primary market was 
easier and although changes in quota- 
tions were small, importers were in- 
clined to offer rather more freely and 
sales were noted at concessions. Silver 
and foreign exchange were irregular, 
changes being moderate. Crude corn 
oil offerings were light and prices were 
maintained. 

Coconut oil was steady, quotations 
remaining about where they were in 
the previous week. The inquiry was 
apparently limited to comparatively 
small quantities, but offerings from 
importers and refiners were light. 
Olive oil was steady at recently pre- 
vailing levels with a fair inquiry ina 
jobbing way. 

The tallow situation presented few 
features of interest although the tone 
ruled steady, quotations being main- 
taimed at recently prevailing levels. 
Consumers were inclined to await fur- 
ther developments in the situation and 
sales were apparently limited to un- 
important quantities. Offerings from 


vegetable and fish 


absence of any increase in offerings 
from refiners and importers. Supplies 
in some local quarters are said to ‘be 
small. A report from an official source 
concerning copra stated that the Far 
Eastern market was irregular, with 
Europe inclined to pay higher prices 
than Manila mills were bidding. Bulk 
coconut oil for shipment was also re- 
ported as being firmer, slightly higher 
prices being quoted. 

Corn.—The Western market for crude 
continued to be characterized by 4a 
steady or firm tone. There was a fair 
inquiry, although some buyers’ were 
disposed to await further developments 
in competing product. Offerings from 
producers continued light. Stocks in 
the hands of resellers are said to be 
small. 

Mustard.—Trade was of a_ routine 
character with the market steady at 
recent levels, 

Olive. — There was apparently no 
broadening of trade in foots. A fai 
inquiry was noted but actual business 
was apparently limited to small or 
moderate quantities, consumers being 
disinclined to anticipate. Offerings were 
light on spot and for arrival, however, 
and the market remained steady. De- 
natured oil was steady with demand 
fair and offerings light. 

Palm.—The market had a steady tone 
although there was apparently no great 
life to trade, consumers in some cases 
still being inclined to hold off for fur-

producers continued light. There was 
no auction in London last week. 
Cash lard was stronger, the trend of 
prices being upward much of the time 
in company with futures in the West 
where the market was influenced by 
strength in live hogs.

Stearin 
was firmer with a somewhat better 
call for moderate quantities. Fish 
products were generally steady.

Vegetable Oils 


Chinawood, — A reactionary tend- 
ency developed in foreign and domestic 
markets last week although changes in 
quotations were comparatively small. 
For a time early in the week the tone 
was steady at the recent advance but 
demand was slow and later on offerings 
showed some increase as a result of 
an easier situation and quotations here 
and on the coast were shaded. There 
were sales on the coast at 514¢. per 
pound prompt and near-by shipment 
though the transactions did not involve 
important quantities. Reports were 
current subsequently that this figure 
could be shaded on a bid. Quotations 
on futures were about \%c. per pound, 
above those prevailing on prompt ship- 


ment oil. Silver and foreign exchange 
showed irregularity, changes being 
moderate. 


Coconut.—The situation lacked new 
features of striking interest so far as 
domestic markets for coconut oil were 
concerned. Trade here and on the 
coast was quiet much of the time, con- 
sumers being inclined in many cases to 
hold off for further developments in for- 
eign markets as well as in the general 
business situation in this country. Occa- 
sional transactions were noted on the 
coast as well as here, however, with 
prices showing little change in the

Perilla—The Far Eastern market 
was reported as firm but aside from

Rapeseed—Demand was light but 
there was no increase in offerings on 
spot or for arrival and the tone con- 
tinued steady. Shipments of seed from 
India to the United Kingdom and the 
Continent from January 1 to February 
18 were 3,600 tons against 2,400 tons in 
the same time last year.

Tung Oil Shipments from 
South China Off in 1930 


The volume of tung oil moving from 
the producing areas of South China 
through Hongkong to the United States 
during 1930 aggregated only about a 
third of the amount shipped during 
1929. Oil held in the interior could not 
be got to exporting centers, asthe West 
River above Wuchow, tapping the pro- 
ducing areas of South China, was 
closed for nearly nine months of the 
vear, according to information received 
by the Department of Commerce from 
the assistant trade commissioner at 
Hongkong. A temporary opening in 
May and June accounted for relatively 
large shipments during July. No fur- 
their oil reached Wuchow until the end 
of November, when the military situa- 
tion cleared sufficiently to allow a fleet 
of junks to descend the river from the 
tung oil districts. 


Prices were firm during the first 
quarter, but gradually weakened from 
April to the close of the year. Stocks 
on hand in Wuchow and Hongkong at 
the end of 1930 were estimated at 800 
tons. It is expected that the new oil 
crop will shortly reach the market.

Review of Market Conditions Last Week in Solvents, 
Naphthas, Thinners, Gasolines, Kerosenes, Lubricating 


Oils, Waxes, and Liquefied Hydrocarbon Gases 


Competent observers assert that the 
petroleum industry, insofar as crude 
oil production and gasoline consump- 
tion are concerned, has not been in 
several decades in such a state of de- 
moralization as now prevails. Drastic 
slashing of crude prices in the North 
Central Texas Midcontinent and Rocky 
Mountain fields together with concur- 
rent reductions in refinery, tankwagon 
and service station quotations on gaso- 
line during the week ended March 7 
indicate the condition. Continuance of 
the situation may be expected to be 
ultimately reflected in prices for other 
petroleum products, such as lubricating 
oils and fuels as well as special prod- 
ucts though these have not as yet been 
generally affected. Similarly, it is an- 
ticipated that there will follow further 
price cuts in crudes from other fields, 
such as the Gulf coast, California, and 
the Louisiana-Arkansas area, with a 
remote possibility that Pennsylvania 
grades may be affected, though with 
regard to the latter it is thought the 
price structure may hold inasmuch as 
production of Pennsylvania’ grade 
crude cannot be regarded as excessive. 


While official trade figures indicated 
a slight reduction in daily output of 


utmost to bring about real conserva- 
tion activities, but have to date been 
finding themselves more or less 
hampered by political-minded individ- 
uals both in and out of the industry, 
with the professional political element 
using the crisis in the industry as a 
means toward accomplishment of their 
own particular ambitions. 
Constructive activities by govern- 
ment officials, both national and state, 
who are sincere in their intentions, 
have been pronounced during the week 
just ended. Chief among these have 
been the calling of conferences of oil 
company officials by the governors of 
Oklahoma and Texas together with en- 
deavors by Washington officials to ob- 
tain some sort of an agreement be- 
tween the larger importers of foreign 
crude oil to lessen their imports 
temporarily at least in order to assist 
in the furthering of the proration- 
conservation programs in the domestic 
fields. Failure of congress to enact 
any legislation looking toward either 
a tariff on crude oil imports or an em- 
bargo on both crude and refined oils 
served to embitter some of the profes- 
sional politicians of the Midcontinent 
area as well as some of the relatively

crude for the week ended February 28, 
when the average was reported as 2,- 
100,900 barrels compared with 2,165,250 
daily in the preceding week, the com- 
pletion of some wells of gusher size 
in the new east Texas fields together 
with the probability that proration al- 
lowables may be raised in Oklahoma, 
seemed to show a trend toward a sub- 
stantial increase in crude production 
for the week ended March 7. At the 
same time figures on refinery activities 
showed that the output of gasoline con- 
tinues to rise with stocks at refineries 
showing a total of 44,792,000 barrels on 
hand February 28 against 43,608,000 
barrels February 21. Lessened use of 
automobiles due to the current unem- 
ployment conditions has prevented the 
usual substantial increase of gasoline 
sales at this season and with indica- 
tions that this condition will not be 
materially changed for many weeks to 
come, the price structure for gasoline 
has been woefully weakened. The con- 
sequence has been the development of 
price wars in various large centers of 
distribution, with the so-called inde- 
pendents combatting the larger com- 
panies by drastic price concessions 
and the larger companies retaliating. 
It is the consensus of opinion in well 
informed oil circles that there can be 
little real improvement in the petroleum 
situation, both as to crude and refined, 
for a considerable period because of 
these factors. Leaders in the industry, 
both large and small, are doing their 


minor crude oil producers. These 
elements have, therefore, bent their 
efforts: toward removal of proration re- 
strictions asa sort of retaliatory meas- 
ure though they had not been suc- 
cessful as this publication went to 
press. 

The most drastic movement looking 
toward a retardation of crude oil pro- 
duction in the domestic fields was 
taken by the Standard Oil Company of 
Indiana when it announced, through 
its crude oil purchasing subsidiary, a 
reduction of prices for Kansas, Okla- 
homa and North Central Texas crude 
ranging from 10 cents per barrel to 40 
cents, according to gravity, bring the 
top price for Midcontinent crude down 
to 67 cents a barrel for crude of 40 
gravity and over. It has been many 
years since such a low price has pre- 
vailed for this crude. The action fol- 
lowed a recent offering by the Sin- 
clair oil interests to buy Oklahoma 
crude at a 40-cent reduction from the 
then current posted price. The an- 
nouncement of the cut in price was 
made about ten minutes after the 
Oklahoma Corporation Commission 
had issued an order raising the allow- 
able production of the Oklahoma City 
field 25,000 barrels daily to an av- 
erage of 150,000 barrels daily. This 
order was rescinded very soon after by 
an executive order of Governor Mur- 
ray of Oklahoma, but at a late hour 
March 6 the price structure had not

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been restored and it was felt that the 
new price level will prevail until there 
has been a drastic improvement in the 
situation. 

The American Petroleum Institute 
estimated that the daily average crude 
oil production in the United States 
for the week ended February 28, 1931 
was 2,100,900 barrels, as compared with 
2,165,250 barrels for the preceding week, 
a decrease of 64,350 barrels. The daily 
average production east of California 
was 1,578,600 barrels, as compared 
with 1,634,850 barrels, a decrease of 56,- 
250 barrels. The following are esti- 
mates of daily average gross produc- 
tion, by districts, for the weeks ended 
February 28, 1931; February 21, 1931, 
and March 1, 1930. 

Reports compiled by the institute for 
the week ended February 28, from 
companies aggregating 3,571,200 bar- 
rels, or 95.7 percent of the 3,730,100 
barrels estimated daily potential re- 
fining capacity of the United States, 
indicate that 2,266,100 barrels of crude 





oil were run to stills daily, and that 
these same companies had in storage 
at refineries at the end of the week, 


44,792,000 barrels of gasoline and 129,- 
145,000 barrels of gas and fuel oil. 

Reports received on the production 
of gasoline by the cracking process in- 
dicates that companies owning 94.7 
percent of the potential charging 
capacity of all cracking units manu- 
factured 2,746,000 barrels of cracked 
gasoline during the week. 


Solvents and Diluents 


Developments of any particular in- 
terest were lacking in the markets for 
petroleum solvents and diluents. 
Manufacturers reported a steady 
though relatively small consuming de- 
mand for the various products cleaners 
naphtha and stoddard solvent receiv- 
ing a_ slightly accelerated demand 
brought about by the approach of the 
spring cleaning season. Lacquer dilu- 
ents, petroleum thinners and V. M. & 
P. naphtha were stated to be moving 
into the regular channels in moderate 
volume based upon requirements of 
the paint and automobile trades, with 
the request from the latter showing 
some improvement though the paint 
industry continues to reflect rather 
lessened activity due to the current 
depression in that industry. Rubber 
solvent has had a slightly better call 
from the rubber tire manufacturers, 
which latter condition was regarded as 
largely due to increased activity in 
automobile circles. 

Cleaners Naphtha.— Demand for 
cleaners naphtha has some signs of 
improving demand based on the ap- 
proach of the annual spring house 
cleaning season though the full force 
of this yearly phenomenon has yet to 
be reached. Prices remain, however, 
unaltered gn the basis of 7% and 7% 
cents per gallon for tankcar deliveries, 
f.o.b. Group 3 refineries. 

Lacquer Diluents.—Increased inter- 
est in lacquer diluents has been noted 
by sellers to the automotive trade based 
on the increased seasonal activity in 
that industry but this has been large- 
ly offset by the current and continued 
lack of substantial activity in the 
paint trade. Prices remained at pre- 
viously prevailing levels with 13 cents 
per gallon named for the regular 
grades on spot. Midcontinent quota- 
tions continued at 9 cents per gallon, 
f. o. b. Midcontinent refinery and Chic- 
cago refiners held steadily to their 
previous price of 14 cents per gallon 
for tankcar lots. 

Petroleum Thinner.—The demand for 
petroleum thinner has continued in 
moderate volume from usual trade 
sources but anticipated seasonal stim- 
ulation due to spring request from the 
paint trade has not as yet developed, 
which is stated to be due to the fact 
that unemployment factors have pre- 
vented the usual increase in house- 
hold painting activities at this season 
of the year, which latter is reflected in 
slowness in the paint trade. Manufac- 
turers of thinner, however, are main- 
taining prices without change and the 


local market remains at 10 cents per 
gallon for bulk quantities while the 
tankear market at Group 3 refineries, 
shows 5% cents a gallon. In Chicago, 
8 cents a gallon is asked for tankcars 
at refinery. In all centers of distribu- 
tion tankwagon prices are steady at 
previous figures, 

Rubber Solvents.—Some _ increased 
demand for rubber solvents has been 
reported in certain quarters from tire 


manufacturers who are reflecting a 
better demand for their products by 
the automotive industry though the 


improvement has not been up to sea- 
sonal anticipations due to unemploy- 
ment conditions and consequent con- 
tinued restrictions in motor car sales 
and usage. Prices for the solvent have 


been held to old figures for both the 
regular and light grades, which ~..2 


namely, 8 cents per gallon, both grades, 
in tankears at refineries, in Group 3 
territory. 

Stoddard Solvent.—Quantities of ma- 
terial below standard grade continue 
to be offered at 5% to 5% cents a gal- 
lon Wy some of the smaller refiners 
though the regular grades of this ma- 
terial are holding at former levels of 
6%4c. to 6%c. a gallon in the Midcon- 
tinent area for deliveries in tankcar 
lots, the price being f.o.b. Group 3 re- 
fineries. Eastern manufacturers are 
naming the same price as prevailed 
heretofore, namely, 10 cents per gal- 
lon, tankcar basis. 

Vv. M. & P. Naphtha.—Continued 
apathy in the paint industry finds its 
reflection in the market for this ma- 
terial with prices holding relatively 
steady at the old rate of 14 cents per 


gallon on a tankwagon basis in the 
New York territory and 7 cents per 


gallon at Midcontinent refineries. 


Hydrocarbon Gases 


Of all the various line of hydrocar- 
bon gases, butane appears to be the 
most active insofar as demand is con- 
cerned. Manufacturers of this gas re- 
port that there is a steadily increased 
usage of this zas by illuminating gas 
producers who are manufacturing air- 
butane gas and constantly increasing 
their output of the same. The volume 
of business in the others, such as 
heptane, octane and propane has not 
materially increased in recent weeks 
with the consequence that there has 
been little, if any, feature to the trans- 
actions in the markets for those items. 
Makers of the gases state that this may 
be said to be due largely to the fact 
that the industry of producing these 
from petroleum remains comparatively 
in its infancy and possible users of the 
gases have not been fully educated as 
to the opportunities presented. 

Butane.—Steady growth in the use 
of this gas by manufacturers of il- 
luminating and fuel gas for household 
and municipal distribution has been 
noted by producers. Within recent 
weeks there has been a large increase 
in interest in this hydrocarbon gas on 
the Pacific coast where some of the 
larger utility companies supplying 
municipalities with gas have increased 
their consumption by extension of their 
lines supplying air-butane gas to some 
of the towns. Demand in the Mid- 
continent and eastern areas remains 
about the same as heretofore and 
prices are without notable change at 
4 cents a gallon for the 16-32 degree 
material in tankears at Group 8 re- 
fineries. 


Heptane. — The mixed grade of hep- 
tane remains at the unchanged price 
of 12 cents a gallon in tankcars at 
Group 3 refineries with 16 cents asked 
for drums. Normal heptane holds at 
13 cents a gallon, basis Group 3 re- 
fineries in tankcars. 

Hexane. — Tankcar lots of hexane, 
basis Group 3 refineries, are quoted at 
13 cents a gallon with drums ruling at 
16 cents a gallon. There has been no 
change in conditions affecting this 
market. 

Octane. — Continued slackness in the 
paint trade has served to prevent any 
stimulation in this market and pro- 
ducers of the material are still quoting 
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quality under positive control

Pentane. — Manufacturers quote 8% 
cents a gallon for this material in 
tankears at Midcontinent refineries. 

Petroleum Ether. — An unchanged 
price of 11 cents a gallon is asked 
for petroleum ether with the demand 
improved from rubber makers, but off- 
set by continued slowness in other 
consuming lines. 

4 Propane.—Group 3 refiners are quot- 
ing 7 cents a gallon for this hydro- 
carbon gas and report that the demand 
is moderate and in proportion to the 
anticipated requirements of industry. 


Petrolatums and Waxes 


Medicinal Oil.—Consumption of this 
article continued along lines indicative 
of no pressing need to purchase re- 
placement supplies at the present time. 
Stocks unsold in the hands of the pro- 
ducers and importers were reduced 
but little during the week under re- 
view and hence the desire to turn sup- 
plies into cash, noted of late, was in 
no wise abated. Quotations openly 
made were without change. 

Paraffin—The quotations for fully 
refined wax were firmer and in most 
instances about %ec. higher than they 
had been recently. However, sellers 
of the group indicated little improve- 
ment in sales volume. Quotations for 
wax in "s were changed as fol- 
lows:—Yellow scale, 2.20c. per pound; 
fully refined, 125 to 127 m. p., 3%c. to 
33c.; 128 to 130, 3%c. to 3%c.; 130 to 
132 m. p., 3%c. to 3%%c.; 133 to 135 m. p., 
444c. to 45%c.; 135 to 137, m. p., 4%c. 
to t%c. Cases cost %c. more. 

Petrolatum.— Hand-to-mouth 
actions kept total volume of sales 
down to comparatively low limits 
throughout the past week. The ab- 
sence of normal business tended to 
keep the market unsettled and to make 
most open quotations subject to shad- 
ing when orders of firm character 
should develop. Stocks in the hands 
of sellers were ample but due to cau- 
tion on the part of the producers ac- 
cumulation of unsold stocks in their 
inventories has been mostly avoided.

Drastic price cuts in tankwagon and 
service station prices for gasoline were

The Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana also lowered 
prices in its territory, exclusive of 
Chicago, cutting both gasoline and 
kerosene 2 cents a gallon. In the state 
of Ohio, however, all prices were ad- 
vanced one cent a gallon by all major 
sellers. On the other hand, the prin- 
cipal refiners along the Atlantic sea- 
board reduced their tankcar basis % 
cent a gallon. 


Tankwagon Price Changes 


Standard Oil of California and other 
major companies reduced price of gas- 
oline 2 cents a gallon on two occasions, 
making the new price 12.5 cents and 
14.5 cents at San Francisco for tank- 
wagon and service stations respec- 
tively. 

Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
reduced gasoline and kerosene prices 
2 cents per gallon throughout its terri- 
tory, exclusive of Chicago. 

Standard Oil of Ohio and other 
major interests in the state advanced 
their tankwagon basis for gasoline 1 
cent a gallon throughout the state. 


Gasoline.—Further weakness. de- 


veloped in the market for gasoline 
throughout the country with price 
changes noted principally in the 
Pacific coast, the Midcontinent, and 


the eastern seaboard. Stocks on hand 
at refineries continue to pile up and 
demand from motorists remains 
rather in the doldrums so far as sea- 
sonal increases are concerned. Further 
ease is anticipated in some quarters 
unless some drastic revision is made 
as to crude oil conditions. 
Kerosene.—The sole change in prices 
for kerosene came in the Midcon- 
tinent area where prices for tank- 
wagon and service station materials 
were reduced 2c. per gallon. Quota- 
tions in Chicago became 9c. per gallon 
in tankwagons and were 9.09c. in Min- 
neapolis. The reduction was made to 
pass along to the consumer the bene- 
fit of the producer’s ability to buy crude 
oil at lower prices. Sales in the New 
York area were reported to be rather 
slow and total tonnage moved was said 
to be considerably less than normal. 
Fuel and Gas Oils.—Bunker oil re- 
mained at $1.05 per barrel, local re- 
fineries. The Atlantic seaboard was 
the scene for continued shading of 
prices openly scheduled and the sit- 
uation was still one not satisfactory 
to the sellers and not productive of 
any material increase in activity so 
far as buyers were concerned. Diesel 
oil was still “pegged” at $1.85 per bar- 
rel, f.o.b. local terminals. The move- 
ment was moderate. Gas oil was about 
steady at 5%c. per gallon but current 
opinion had it that those buying the 





article were covering their needs more 
nearly on the basis of 5c. Furnace oil 
was still fairly in demand but a tend- 
ency toward shrinkage in the call was 
not unnoted during the week. Prices 
were 6c. per gallon for the 36 to 49 
degree article, local refineries. 
Lubricating Oils. — 
creased 33,490 barrels, as compared 
with the totals run up during the 
previous period. The out-movement on 
February 27 and 28 was much in ex- 
cess of the corresponding days in the 
previous week. The total shipment 
was 375,930 gallons, as compared with 
342,440 gallons in the previous six 
days. Prices for lubricating oils of all 
kinds were reported to be steady. Cyl- 
inder cils and bright stocks received a 
good call much of the time and the 
business resulted in a firmer tone to 
the market. Midcontinent movement 
continued on the conservative side, be-

Under the influence of uncertainties 
growing out of investigations now being 
conducted at the state capitol in connec- 
tion with proration, and the raising of 
the allowable percentage of the Greater 
Oklahoma City area, coupled with un- 
favorable news from Washington regard- 
ing possible failure of Congress to pass 
certain restrictions against foreign oil 
importations, the Midcontinent refinery 
markets began the new week bearishly, 
with the volume of spot buying of all 
products at the lowest levels known in 
years for this season of the year. 

The smaller refiners who depend on 
moving the bulk of their output on the 
day to day market, were offering the 
U. S. Motor product at a reduction of «ce. 
a gallon below the prevailing price for 


the preceding week, but indicated that 
little interest was being shown by 
jobbers and _ re-sale marketers in the 


lower quotations. The higher gravities 
were also lower price with but little 
mand from northern jobbers because of 
the spring like weather conditions now 
prevailing. 

All grades of natural gasolines de- 
veloped a weaker undertone at the be- 
ginning of the week, sympathetically with 
the refinery markets, with all grades with 
the exception of the strictly grade A ma- 
terial being available at %ec. to We. a 
gallon under prices prevailing during the 
preceding week. 

The majority of refiners and manufac- 
turers specializing in cleaners’ naphthas, 
solvents and hydrocarbon gases, report 
little if any change in the market con- 
ditions of these products as compared 
with the previous week. Buying is gen- 
erally confined to small lots for im- 
mediate shipment, rather than for de- 
ferred movement, because of uncertain- 
ties prevailing in the general market. 

Kerosenes, distillates, gas oils and 
fuels continue sluggish at unchanged 
prices, with refiners still inclined to shade 
prices on the better grades of zero, low 
flash, distillates and gas oils, with a view 
of reducing stocks as much is _ possible, 
prior to the spring decline of consump- 
tion. 

The demand for bright and steam re- 
fined stocks is generally reported as be- 
ing unusual for this season of the vear. 
A slight improvement in the demand for 
the heavier viscosity nuetrals was noted, 
due to the nearing of the heavy consum- 
ing season. Paraffines developed a little 
firmer undertone, with several of the 
larger refiners reporting sold up over the 
next two or three months.

An advance in the prices of soda 
stannate and a fractional reduction in 
the price of tin oxide 
principle price changes in the market 
for the industrial chemicals during the 
week just ended. General demand in 
the market was spotty. Shipments 
against existing contracts were re- 
ported to moving out in a more con- 
sistent volume in majority of the 
commodities. 

The quotations for blue vitriol ap- 
peared decidely firm throughout the 
week, influenced by the continued firm- 
ness of the copper metal market. The 
continued firmness in the copper metal 
was due to heavy buying for export 
and to the placing of substantial or- 
ders by domestic 
the major railroads placed an order 
aggregating over 7,000,000 pounds of 
copper metal. Exports of copper from 
United States in January totaled 34,000 
tons, compared with 24,170 tons in De- 
cember. At the same time, dealers in 
blue vitriol reported that shipments 
had shown a_ tendency to slacken. 
However, a heavy volume of business 
for delivery to the agricultural areas 


early in April was said to be on the 
books. Unless the price for the raw 
copper metal advances above the cur- 


manufacturers were of 
the oponion that the copper sulphate 
price would remain unchanged, inas- 
much as the current quotation on the 
copper sulphate was based on the ap- 
proximate current level of copper 
metal market 

Inasmuch as the major textile con- 
sumers were said to have covered for 
their seasonal requirement, in volume 
sufficient to cope with the slightly 
improved production schedules, the 
unsettlement in aqua ammonia and 
soda phosphate had disappeared for 
the most part.

Bleaching Powder.—Spot buying was 
small in the week just ended. How- 
ever, sellers stated that the major con- 
sumers were taking a satisfactory vol- 
ume against outstanding orders. The 
first week in March was no exception 
to the consistent shipments from the 
plants. Prices were steady at the levels 
of the previous week. 

Blue Vitrio!.—Business in the market 
for copper sulphate was called about 
normal during the week just ended. In 
fact the rush that characterized the 
market in February seemed to have 
stopped. Leading sellers were of the 
opinion that shipments to agricultural 
districts would not be moving forward 
in larger quantities until more sea-

Saltcake.—Further improvement in 
the industries using white cake and 
chrome cake served to give the market 
a slightly better appearance. Although 
some reports indicated a slight shading 
of prices in certain directions of the 
market, open quotations of the leading 


sellers were identical to those pre- 
viously quoted. 

Soda Acetate.—-The trading con- 
tinued to display a firm undertone 


throughout the week under review. 
Dealers were reported to have experi- 
enced a satisfactory February from the 
standpoint of shipments. Prices were 
unaltered. 

Soda Ash.—New developments tend- 
ing to disturb the quiet of this market 
failed to be noted during the week 
just ended. Leading producers indi- 
cated that a slight improvement had 
been noted in the volume of shipments 
moving to quarters of consumption 
under contract since the latter weeks 
of February. Prices were without al- 
teration. 

Soda Caustic.—The market con- 
tinued quiet, interrupted by the ap- 
pearance of jobbing orders at inter- 
vals. However, leading producers 
stated that shipments had been mov- 
ing forward in a consistent manner 
since the final weeks of February. 
Quotations conformed to those in ef- 
fect since the latter part of January. 

Soda Sal.—This material has been 
taken in a most consistent manner 
since the start of the year, and in- 
dications were apparent that the first 
quarter aggregate of shipments would 
compare favorably with those of 1930. 
Prices were without change. 


Soda Silicate.—Leading sellers stated 
the major consumers were under con- 
tract, and were taking a good volume 
of this material during the first two 
months of the current year. The spot 
market displayed a steady to firm tone 
throughout the week just ended. 


Soda Stannate.—Leading sellers ad- 
vanced the price of this material lc. 
per pound to 22c. to 25c. per pound, 
according to quantity. 

Soda Phosphate.—The further im- 
provement noted in the New England 
and Paterson, N. J., textile districts 
naturally brought out a fairly large 
volume of business last week. The 
highly unsettled condition noted here 
recently has for the most part disap- 
peared. Prices were unchanged from 


the levels of the previous week, but 
reports of some shading were heard 
at times during the period under re- 
view. 

Tin Salts—Leading sellers were 
quoting 29%c. for tin oxide last week, 
a Yc. decline in the price from the 
previous week. Producers maintained 
the price of the other tin derivatives at 
the schedules in effect previously. 

Zine Salts—Demand in the market 
for the various zine salts continued 
spotty, but shipments against con- 
tracts were said to be moving at a 
satisfactory pace. Quotations were 


unaltered. 
Acids 


The demand for the various acids in 
the spot market continued irregular 
during the week just ended. However, 
acids moving forward under contract 
were reported to have established a 
highly satisfactory record in February, 
with indications that March shipments 
would measure up to expectations. 
Dealers in citric acid indicated that 
buying of that material progressed at 
a good pace throughout the first two 
months of the year. Sellers of sul- 
phuric stated that the factors that 
tended to bring about a slight price 
disturbance had been eliminated, being 
offset to a great extent by the im- 
provement noted in general industrial 
conditions. The market presented an 
unchanged price position throughout.

Citric.—Consumers showed a dis- 
position to buy more freely last week, 
and prices appeared steady to firm. 
Should buying continue at the pace 
noted last week, dealers were of the 
opinion that a favorable total of ton- 
nage would have been sold by the end 
of the first quarter of the year. 

Formic.—The market displayed a 
slightly steadier tone last week. Al- 
though the spot buying was highly ir- 
regular, major consumers under con- 
tracts were taking shipments in a con- 
sistent manner. Prices were un- 
changed. 

Lactic.—Conditions tending to bring 
about price disturbance were lacking 
here last week. The call was fairly 
active. Prices were steady to firm at 
the levels of the previous week. 

Oxalic.—The request had a tendency 
to drag at intervals during the period 
under review, but prices displayed a 
decidedly firm undertone. Major con- 
sumers were showing more interest in 
forward shipments. Quotations con- 
formed to those in force previously. 


Sulphuric.—The upswing in general 
business conditions, effecting particu- 
larly the industries consuming this 
material, served to give the market a 
steady to firm appearance last week. 
Producers were of the opinion that the 
conditions tending to disturb prices 
recently had been entirely eliminated. 
Prices ruled with change. 

BALTIMORE, March 4.—The prices 
for sulphuric acid named are held at $10 
per ton for 60 degree and at $14.50 for 
66 degree pyrites acid, with brimstone 
stocks 50 cents higher on each grade. As 
for oleum, this material also is steady 
at $19 per ton for 20 percent pyrites and 
at $20 for 20 percent brimstone stocks. 


Tartaric. — The spot market con- 
tinued strictly routine, with the major 
buyers taking fair sized commitments. 
Both the domestic and imported ar- 
ticles were maintained at the prices 
noted on the preceding week. 


Insecticides 


Prices in all directions in the mar- 
ket for the insecticides displayed a 
steady to firm tone throughout the pe- 
riod under review. The general mar- 
ket sentiment appeared greatly im- 
proved, due to the placing of the in- 
quiries from the makers of the disin- 
fectants in a more uniform manner. 
In conjunction with the already men- 
tioned inquiries, and the receiving of 
the usual amount of orders from the 
jobbing sources, dealers voiced the 
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opinion that the first quarter of the 
current year would measure up fa- 


vorably with the aggregate of sales 
recorded in the initial quarter of last 
year. It will be recalled that 1930 was 
a highly successful year for the man- 
ufacturers of the disinfectants. Export 
buying of nicotine sulphate continued 
at a favorable pace with the turn of 
the new month. 

Calcium Arsenate.—The makers of 
the disinfectants were said to be plac- 
ing their inquiries in a more uniform 
manner last week, in conjunction with 
the usual amount of jobbing orders, 
the market displayed a favorable ap- 
pearance, Prices were steady to firm 
at the levels of the preceding week. 

Copper Carbonate.—Prices were de- 
cidedly firm, with the call fairly active 
throughout the week just ended.

By I. C. C. in Midwest 


WASHINGTON, March 5, 1931. 

Existing freight rates on soda ash 
and caustic soda in carloads, from 
Michigan and Ohio to Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Missouri, and Iowa, were ap- 
proved today by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission in dismissing a 
complaint of the Proctor & Gamble 
Manufacturing Company. ; 

The present rates are 85 percent of 
sixth-class to St. Louis and a com- 
modity rate beyond.

Pest-Eradication Bill 
Approved by President 


WASHINGTON, March 3, 1931. 

Hoover today approved 
the bill authorizing a ten-year pro- 
gram for the elimination of predatory 
and injurious animals and rodents in 
accordance, with the plan already 
worked out by the Bureau of Biolog- 
ical Survey.

Methanol Inquiry by 


Senators Is Defeated 


WASHINGTON, March 4, 1931. 


Dissatisfied with the reply of the 
Bureau of Mines to his resolution de- 
manding information regarding its co- 
operative study of the toxicity of me- 
thanol, Senator E. 8S. Broussard of 
Louisiana made an attempt at the 
close of the session for a more thor- 
ough investigation of this subject, but 
his resolution failed of action in the 
legislative jam. 

The senator declared that the ma- 
terial sent to the senate by the bureau 
last week failed to disclose a prelim- 
inary draft of the report which was 
submitted to the three methanol manu- 
facturers for changes before it was 
made public. He also criticized the 
many investigations of the bureau into 
subjects not directly related to mining. 
His resolution would have created a 
special committee of five senators to 
investigate the activity of the Bureau 
of Mines in toxicological and other 
studies of products not related to min- 
ing and all other facts in relation to 
the subject matter which might aid 
Congress in any necessary legislation. 





Radium Property Being 


Developed in Ontario 


CHATHAM, Ont., Mar. 3, 1931. 


Operations have been resumed on the 
property of the Ontario Radium Cor- 
poration, Ltd., near Wilberforce, Hali- 
burton county, Ont., where indications 
of radium were discovered some time 
ago. The development is in charge 
of Murray D. Kennedy as mine man- 
ager. Installation of a portable gaso- 
line compressor and other necessary 
equipment is under way. A _ tunnel 
commenced at a point fifty feet below 
the original surface workings will be 
continued and it is anticipated that 
another sixty feet of tunneling will cut 
the radium-bearing ore body. 

A carload shipment from the sur- 
face workings was tested by the ore 
dressing and metallurgical laboratories 
of the Department of Mines at Ottawa 
some time ago and the results were 
considered sufficient to justify further 
development work.

Fatty Acids Mixture 
Dutiable as an Acid 


WASHINGTON, March 2, 1931. 

A mixture of fatty acids, con- 
stituting a product “something like 
stearic acid” is dutiable at 25 percent 
as an acid not specially provided for, 
the United States Court of Customs 
and Patent Appeals held today in a 
case brought by Lamont, Corliss & 
Co. and the Ponds Extract Company. 

Some two years ago this same 
“nseudo-stearic acid” was held by the 
same court to be not stearic acid be- 
cause it did not crystallize in needle 
formation and its iodine mumber and 
other characteristics were such that it 
would not be acceptable for delivery 
as stearic acid. In this case the im- 
porters argued that since the commod- 
ity is not stearic acid it is dutiable as 
such because of its similitude, or else 
is dutiable as a non-enumerated ar- 
ticle. 

Analysis of the merchandise showed 
it to contain 23.3 percent of oleic acid, 
26 percent of stearic acid, and 50.7 
percent of palmitic acid. 

In its decision the court says:— 

Importers’ counsel cleverly argues that 
if the merchandise at bar is not stearic 
acid by reason of the fact that it does 
not crystalize in needles, and does not 
have certain other characteristics as to 
melting point, etc., which the government 
witnesses claim are essential before it 
is designated in the trade as stearic acid, 
it is not in fact an acid at all; but that 
since it is similar in texture, quality, or 
use to stearic acid, it should be held to 
be dutiable under the economine pro- 
vision by similitude. Appellants’ attorney 
argues further that it is not an acid in 
the ordinary sense, quotes Webster's dic- 
tionary definition of an acid, points out 
that there is no commercial proof of the 
meaning of the word, “acids,” and states 
that the proces of manufacture and its 
appearance, being a “fairly white, waxy- 
like substance,” shows that it is not an 
acid but that it is a substance that “con- 
tains acids” and “in its imported condition 
is more than an acid.” 

We cannot tell from this record with 
any degree of certainty whether the mer- 
chandise at bar, which admittedly is an 
acid substance and contains at least three 
closely related acids, is or is not in fact, 
in its imported condition, as acid as that 
term is ordinarily understood. The col- 
lector found that it was. There is noth- 
ing in this record or in the authorities ex- 
amined by us which would justify us in 
rejecting the finding of the collector. As 
far as this record shows, this issue was 
not presented fully to the court below and 
nothing has been furnished us which is 
very helpful on the subject. But, we 
conclude’ that without reference to 
whether the substance at bar is or is 
not in the common acceptance an acid, it 
was so regarded by Congress in the en- 
actment of the tariff act of 1922, and 
that it should receive classification under 
the provision for “all other acids not spe- 
cially provided for.” 

The court based this conclusion on 
the fact that earlier tariff acts con- 
tained no special provision for stearic 
acid, but that it was then dutiable as 
other acids not specially provided for, 
and because the acid paragraph of the 
act names several substances which 
are mixtures of more than one acid. 


Mareorin Tax Extended to 
Naturally Colored Product 


WASHINGTON, March 4, 1931. 

The bill applying a tax of 10 cents 
per pound on yellow oleomargarin be- 
came law today when President 
Hoover affixed his signature shortly 
after the bill was sent to him. 

The bill was adopted by the Senate 
Monday after only short debate, but 
at the instance of Senator Walter F. 
George of Georgia, the senate adopted 
an amendment which had nothing to 
do with the bill but which provided that 
gum turpentine and rosin are to be 
considered agricultural commodities 
under the farm board act. Sponsors 
of the bill resisted all other amend- 
ments on the ground that they might 
jeopardize final passage of the legis- 
lation through a conference with the 
house, but no objection was offered 
to the George amendment and it was 
adopted without debate. The house 
accepteed the amendment without 
sending the bill to conference, so that 
it was ready for the President’s signa- 
ture before adjournment today. 

The new law takes effeect within 
ninety days and applies a tax of 10 
cents per pound on all margarin hav- 
ing a tint of more than 1.6 degrees of 
yellow by the Lovibond tintometer 
scale, whether the color is imparted 
naturally or artificially. The oleomar- 
garin law of 1886 provides that the 
tax shall apply only to artificially 
colored margarin. The bill is aimed 
particularly at the use of palm oil in 
the manfacture of margarin, and it 
was strongly endorsed by represeenta- 
tives of agricultural interests.

There are no justifications for the 
advance of pyrites costs which took 
place early in 1928 as no changes were 
made in the source price of raw ma- 
terials and no adjustments of freight 
rates or fuel prices. However, early 
in 1928 the overhead charges of the 
plants were readjusted in variations 
of from 20 to 50 percent. About the 
same time the price for nitric acid 
was reduced owing to the fact that 
the standard quality of the merchant- 
able grade had to be lowered, probably 
due to shortage. In 1929 the quality 
was reinstated, and consequently prices 
were advanced. 


Efficiency Is Improved 


Improvement in working efficiency in 
the Russian sulphuric acid plants is 
evidenced by the following compari- 
sons of the number of working hours 
(man-hours?) required for the manu- 
facture of one ton of acid:—

equipment and modern ways of pro- 
duction, which took place in 1927, have 
been greatly reflected in the working 
efficiency of the plants. In 1923-24 the 
Polievsky and Chernorechenski works 
were the only advanced plants in 
Soviet Russia. All other plants were 
deficient in the utilization of working 
capacity or the continuity of the proc- 
ess and even in the organization of 
production and so on, which naturally 
affected the price of the finished prod- 
uct. There was a disparity in the cost 
of labor per ton of production among 
the various plants. For instance, the 
cost of labor per ton of sulphuric acid 
at the Moscow plants was 6.5 roubles; 
while it amounted to only 1.3 roubles 
per ton at the Ural works. In 1925-26 
a general rise of labor efficiency was 
brought about, and the labor hours re- 
quired for the production of one ton of 
acid were lowered; however, the total 
wage expenditure was increased, which 
is attributable to the irrational opera- 
tion of the plants. After a notable in- 
crease of production as well as of labor 
efficiency in 1928 the cost of labor per 
ton of the finished product could be 
reduced, but, as it seems, not for all 
plants alike, as in the case of the Shai- 
tan, Dorogomilovski, and Skoropuskov- 
ski works, where labor efficiency was 
still low. 


Overhead Charges 


Overhead charges per ton of finished 
product are very high. In 1923-24, 
owing to considerable capital expendi- 
ture, these charges were as high as 32 
to 45 percent of the cost of production. 
These expenses were still higher in the 
following year, due to the irrational 
utilization of the working capacity of 
the plants whereby the personnel and 
working staffs of the plants were the 
same. A further notable increase in 
such charges followed all the next year, 
owing to the increase of the building 
program and the stoppages and inter- 
ruptions necessary, and often unnec- 
essary, for repair or for reconstruction. 
During last year some kind of a reduc- 
tion was possible, but here again the 
working results in general were insuf- 
ficient to warrant any reductions,

called for a boric acid bath followed 
by a coating of gelatin. The court 
held that the antiseptic qualities of 
boric acid and borax are so similar and 
so long known that the substitution of 
one for the other was not an inven- 
tion, nor was the use of paraifin in- 
stead of galatin in the second step. 

Regarding the product claims, the 
court held treated fruit is not an 
article of manufacture as defined by 
the dictionary and as used in the 
patent law. The lower courts held that 
the combination of fruit and borax 
formed an article not found in nature 
and was a manufactured article. 
Pointing out that ginning cotton or 
scouring wool do not make the result- 
ing products manufactures, the su- 
preme court declared that the addition 
of borax to the natural fruit does not 
produce from the raw material an 
article for use which possesses a new 
or distinctive form, quality, or prop- 
erty. The added substance, it was de- 
clared, only prevents the fresh fruit 
from becoming something it was not 
at the time it was packed. and it still 
remains fresh fruit fit only for the 
same purposes as before 


I. C. I. Earnings Drop 


The profit of Imperial Chemical In- 
dustries, Ltd., the British chemical 
combine, in 1930 was $6,500,000 less 
than that in the preceding year, the 
total being approximately $25,600,000, 
including $2,500,000 for obsolescence re- 
serves and $750,000 for income tax. 

The lower earnings necessitated a 
reduction of the ordinary shares divi- 
dend from 8 to 6 percent and the omis- 
sion of the dividend on the deferred 
shares on which 2 percent was paid for 
1929. No allocation to the general re- 
serve was possible at the end of the 
year, 





Molybdenum Output in 1930 


Production of molybdenum ore in the 
United States in 1930, though slightly 
less than in 1929, was substantially 
sreater than in 1928 or in any preced- 
ing year, according to data collected 
by the Bureau of Mines of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. The output in 1930, 
as estimated from reports from the 
leading producers for eleven months’ 
operation, amounted to approximately 
6,167,000 pounds of molybdenum sul- 
phide (MoSz). Most of this material 
was represented by concentrates, al- 
though a small amount of high-grade 
ore was shipped from the mines with- 
out concentrating. 

Shipments of concentrates and ore 
from the mines contained an equivalent 
of approximately 3,700,000 pounds of 
elemental molybdenum, valued, more 
or less arbitrarily, at $2,000,000. Ship- 
ments in 1929 amounted to 3,094,648 
pounds; in 1928 they were 3,329,214 
pounds. 

Molybdenum stocks at the mines and 
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reduction works increased relatively 
little in 1930, and actual consumption 
was substantially larger than during 
any previous year except 1929. 


Ethylene Oxide Fumigant 
Patent Given to Public 


Patents covering the use and produc- 
tion of ethylene oxide as a fumigant 
and insecticide were recently obtained 
by Dr. Ruric C. Roark, chemist of the 
Bureau of Chemistry and Soils, and 
Dr. Richard T. Cotton, entomologist of 
the Bureau of Entomology, Department 
of Agriculture, and these patents 
have been given gratuitously to the 
United States Government for the ben- 
efit of the public. The patents were 
obtained just in time to preserve to the 
public the free use of ethylene oxide 
inasmuch as a German dye manufac- 
turer had already applied for United 
States patents in addition to German 
patents under which this gas is used 
abroad. Following a hearing by the 
examiner of interferences of the U. 5S. 
Patent Office, the prior claim of Dr. 
Roark and Dr. Cotton was recognized 
and the public service patent granted. 
They have been working on this re- 
search since prior to April, 1927.

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Fertilizer Materials 


Domestic Blood Up Slightly--Sulphate of Ammonia 
Firm Feature--Sicilian Consortium Sulphur Production 
Reported--Alabama Fertilizer Consumption Off 55% 


Conservative transactions were still 
the general rule in the market here for 
fertilizer raw materials last week but 
there was an improvement in the sit- 
uation to the extent that inquiries were 
received rather more numerously. Also 
there was a tendency to take a more 
cheerful view of business prospects, 
this better feeling being partly the re- 
sult of more favorable weather in 
many parts of the country recently as 
well as to reports from some sections 
of the cotton belt that present pros- 
pects seemed to indicate that the next 
acreage would not be cut to the ex- 
tent that was predicted a month or 
two ago. In this connection it is not 
without interest to note that the trend 
of the market for cotton has been up- 
ward recently and it is contended by 
some that prices prevailing for that 
commodity at planting time will have 
an important bearing upon the size of 
the next acreage. 

Sulphate of ammonia was a firm 
feature of the market though no 
further quotable advance occurred in 
prices. There was a somewhat better 
inquiry and offerings were generally 
light in all positions. Nitrate of soda 
was steady, quotations being main- 
tained at former levels in the absence 
of any material change in conditions 
prevailing in the primary market. 
Higher prices were demanded in some 
quarters for domestic dried blood as 
supplies have diminished.

There was a disposition in some quar- 
ters to take a rather more favorable 
view of the trade outlook, an expan- 
sion in demand being anticipated by) 
some during the latter part of the cur- 
rent month. 

Sulphate of Ammonia.—No further 
developments in the way of price 
changes were noted last week, the mar- 
ket here being firm at the advance 
noted in the previous week. Outside 
markets were also reported as steady 
or firm at previous price levels. There 
was apparently no expansion of im- 
portance in the movement into con- 
suming channels though reports were 
current to the effect that inquiries con- 
cerning the situation were received 
more numerously. 

Dried Blood.—The local market was 
firmer, quotations on domestic being 
advanced 5c. per unit for 15 to 17 per- 
cent in bulk, the stronger situation 
being attributed to a shrinkage in sup- 
plies. There were no other new de- 
velopments in the way of price 
changes. A fairly active inquiry was 
reported in some circles. 

Fish Scrap.—aA steady tone prevailed 
but aside from this the situation lacked 
features of interest. Supplies are said 
to be diminishing and there was no in- 
erease in offerings from holders. The 
market here was rather quiet so far 
as new business was concerned.

Somewhat broader demand for 
potashes and phosphates was reported 
without the business done being pro- 


ductive of any change in the price 
schedules in effect previously. Dis- 
position to make _ preparations for 


somewhat larger demand for mixed 
fertilizers and other plant foods was 
reported as being productive of a 
somewhat steadier undertone generally. 
However, competition was a governing 
influence that prevented the improve- 
ment in prices so much wanted by the 
principal sellers of these materials. 

A decrease of approximately 96,800 
tons of fertilizer to be used in Ala- 
bama this year is predicted by the 
State Department of Agriculture and 
Industries. Fertilizer tag sales to date 
total 77,200 tons as compared with 174,- 


000 tons a year ago. The predicted 
decrease amounts to approximately 55 
percent. 

Sulphur prices were more clearly 


defined and were no longer in ap- 
parently weak position. Rather, the 
future seemed to promise stability in 
values and freedom from the declines 
in quotations that some trade leaders 
had viewed as being inevitable. Re- 
ports concerning the production of 
sulphur by the obligatory Sicilian Sul- 
phur Consortium from August, 1929, to 
July 30, being the annual report of 
that organization made the output 
246,955 tons, which were a 7 percent 
increase over the production in 1928- 
1929. Stocks in the hands of the Con- 
sortium as of July 31, 1930, were 58,- 
868 tons in comparison with 35,288 
tons of record in the previous report. 
A digest of the report will be found 
in the market review subjoined.

Ammoniates 


Nitrate of Soda.—Conditions prevail- 
ing in the market here for nitrate of 
soda last week were about the same as 
noted in the previous week. Any in- 
crease in interest on the part of local 
and other buyers was apparently lim- 
ited to inquiries as ihe actual volume 
of business closed for the period was 
said to be no larger than in the pre- 
vious week. In the absence of any 
material change in the primary situa- 
tion, the market here remained steady, 
quotations being maintained at the 





Hoof Meal.—There was an absence 
of developments of importance. Trade 
was of a routine character with offer 
ings light and prices generally held at 
recently prevailing levels. 

Tankage.—A steady tone prevailed, 
quotations being maintained at the re- 
duced levels announced in the previous 
week. A fair inquiry was noted but 
actual business apparently did not in- 
volve important quantities. 


Potashes 


Further broadening in demand was 
noted here during the week just ended. 
This improvement was said to be due 
to the preparations that sellers of 
mixed fertilizers in the growing areas 
were making for their seasonal require- 
ments. However, the buying was not 
of the character to cause any price de- 
velopments, with the result that an un- 
changed position was noted in various 
commodities. Likewise, a slight im- 
provement was noted in the shipments. 


Phosphates 


Although a slight improvement was 
noted in the call during the week just 
ended, the broadening in demand failed 
to cause any change in the various 
price schedules throughout the market. 
This improved demand was attributed 
to the placing of inquiries by buyers 
who had been waiting for the turn of 
the month, rather than to any perma- 
nent improvement of activities. At the 
same time, a slight slowing up of the 
call was shown toward the close of the 
week, which naturally gave rise to the 
report that concessions were again be- 
ing made in certain directions in at- 
tempt to secure the business. Open 
quotations failed to show any change. 

Superphosphates.—Quiet trading con- 
tinued uninterrupted during the period 
under review. Although this quiet has 
continued in evidence for some time, 
dealers adhered closely to the prices 
that have been in vogue for some time 
past. 

Bone Material.—With the continu- 
ance of spotty demand, reports that 
certain quarters were shading prices 
in attempt to secure a portion of the 
small amount of business noted were 
again heard. Open quotations showed 
no variation from those in effect pre- 
viously. 

Phosphate Rock.—A steady to firm 
tone continued prominent in the mar- 
ket for the land pebble and high grade 
rock. Shipments were said to be mov- 
ing against existing contracts with fair 
regularity during the past week. This 
was attributed to the turn of the month 
rather than to any permanent improve- 
ment in consumption needs. 


Sulphur and Pyrites 


The price position of sulphur seemed 
to be one of a fair degree of stability. 
Conditions that to some had forecast 
possible declines in prices have been 
succeeded by a situation more indica- 
tive of a return to more healthy and 
probably firmer conditions. Hence, the 
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leading factors were inclined to look 
forward with greater confidence than 
had been possible in the not far dis- 
tant past. Reports from Europe 


brought some rather interesting infor- 
mation in the form of the annual re- 
port of the obligatory Sicilian Con- 
sortium. According to this report, sul- 
phur-production from August, 1! 
July, 1930, inclusive, totalled 
tons. This output represents 
percent increase over the 1928-29 pro- 
duction, and follows a similar increase 
during 1928-29 compared with 1927-28.

Chilean Nitrate Scheme 
Modified by Proponents 


LONDON, Feb. 26, 1931. 


The annual report of Messrs. Aikman 
(London) confirms the information re- 
cently published of modifications in 
the original Chilean nitrate merger 
scheme, About 95 percent of the ca- 
pacity of the industry, it is stated, will 
be brought into “Cosach.” The main 
basis of the scheme has been agreed 
between the government and the bank- 
ers, and when legal formalities have 
been completed an announcement of 
the complete details will be made. 

As foreshadowed recently, it has 
been decided not to proceed at present 
with the construction of the two large 
new plants originally planned, and the 
amount of new capital to be raised is 
also reduced. The revised scheme will 
provide for the funding of the guaran- 
teed payments to the Chilean govern- 
ment for 1931-33. 

Messrs. Aikman estimates that the 
cost of production of “Cosach” will not 
exceed $16.25 per ton, f.o.b. Chile. The

Sulphur Output in Italy

This output represents about a 7-per- 
cent increase over the 1928-29 produc- 
tion, and follows a similar increase in 
that year, compared with 1927-28.

Nitrogen Supply Ample 


Regarding the nitrate plants at Mus- 
cle Shoals, the President said: 

The plants at Muscle Shoals’ were 
originally built for a production of 
nitrates for use in war explosives. I am 
advised by the War Department that the 


very large development in the United 
States by private enterprise in the manu- 
facture of synthetic nitrogen now affords 


an ample supply covering any possible 
requirements of war. It is therefore un- 
necesary to maintain this plant for any 


such purposes, 

This bill provides that the president for 
a period of twelve months may negotiate 
a lease of the nitrate plants for fertilizer 
manufacture under detailed limitations, 


but in fallure to make such a lease the 
bill makes it mandatory upon the gov- 
ernment to manufacture nitrogen fer- 


tilizers at Muscle Shoals by the employ- 
ment of existing facilities or by modern- 
izing existing plants or by any other 
process. I may state at once that the 
limitations put upon lessees in the bill 
are such that this provision is of no 
genuine importance. Inquiries have been 
made of the most responsible and experi- 


enced concerns that might possibly un- 
dertake such lease, and they have re- 
plied that under the conditions set out in 


the bill it is entirely impractical for them 
to make any bid. The leasing provision is 
therefore of no utiltiy; it may at once 
be dismissed. In consequence the project 
we have to consider under this bill is the 
manufacture of fertilizers by the Federal 
sovernment. 

The Department of Agriculture reports 
that these plants are now more or less 
obsolete and that with power at even two 
mills per kilowatt-hour, with proper 
charges included, could not produce the 
products for which they are constructed 
as cheaply as these products are now 
being sold in the wholesale markets. 
Therefore, it would be necessary to mod- 
ernize the equipment at an unknown cost 
in millions. There is no evidence as to 
the costs of nitrogen fertilizers by the 
newer equipment, and there is therefore 
no basis upon which to estimate the re- 
sults to the government from entering 
upon such a competitive business. It can, 
however, be stated with assurance that 


no chemical industry with its constantly 
changing technology and equipment, its 
intricate problems of sales and distribu- 
tion, can be successfully conducted by 


the government.

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upon misinformation. First, that the 
power at Muscle Shoals would cost 9 
mills per kilowatt-hour. When as a 


matter of fact the government is generat- 
ing and selling the power there now, and 
has been for several years, for 2 mills 
per kilowatt-hour, and making a profit 
over and above the expenses of operation. 

That the cyanamide process used in the 
Muscle Shoals plants is practically 


obsolete, in the face of the fact that a 
plant using the same process is and has 
been operated successfully at Niagara 





Falls, Canada, for twenty years, and the 
being operated 


same kind of plants are 
successfully in Germany for the benefit 
of agriculture. 

That the plants could not have been 
leased under the terms imposed in the 
bill. This he could not determine until 
an opportunity was given to those who 


were interested in making a lease. If 
the bill had been approved he could have 
secured a lessee without any difficulty as 
he could have given the cheapest power! 
rates that could have been secured any- 
where, and he could have made the rental 
of the plants practically free. 

That he is opposed to government oper- 
ation of the Muscle Shoals property which 
is in conflict with the views expressed by 


him at Elizabethton, Tenn., during his 
campaign in 1928. He is opposed to the 
operation of the plants by the Federal 


government, but recommends that it be 
leased to the States of Alabama and Ten- 
nessee to be operated by the State gov- 
ernments. He recommends the appoint- 
ment of another commission. Many have 
been appointed heretofore and no results 
accomplished. 

The veto message was a great disap- 
pointment to American agriculture who 
has hoped and expected to secure a 
cheaper and better grade of fertilizer. It 
is a great disappointment to those who 
are unemployed and in dire distress. It 
is a very distinct disappointment to me as 
the representative of the Muscle Shoals 
district. But I am not discouraged. The 
next Congress, coming fresh from the 
people, will give expression to the views 
of the great masses of the people and 
pass a Muscle Shoals hill that will be in 
the interest of the government and agri- 
culture, and, if necessary, will pass such 
a bill notwithstanding it may receive a 
veto by the President. It is useless for 
me to make any further comment or 
statement at this time as the veto mes- 
sage can not be considered in the house, 
as the senate failed to pass it over the 
veto, it being a senate bill. 

It seems that the President has failed 
to realize the opportunity placed in his 
hands to do something great and really 
helpful for the American people. This 
opportunity is denied at this time, but 
will be provided for by the next Congress. 


Lime Sales in 1930 


Sales of lime by producers in the 
United States in 1930 amounted to 38,- 
384,000 short tons, valued at $24,950,000, 
according to estimates furnished by 
lime manufacturers to the Bureau of 
Mines of the Department of Commerce. 
This is a decrease of 21 percent in 
quantity and 25 percent in value, com- 
pared with sales of 4,269,768 tons, 
valued at $33,478,848, in 1929. The es- 
timated sales of hydrated lime, which 
are included in these figures, amounted 
to 1,306,000 tons in 1930, valued at $10.- 
102,000, a decrease of 16 percent in 
quantity and 21 percent in value from 
the production of 1,550,771 tons, valued 
at $12,771,525, in 1929. The average 
unit value of all lime showed a de- 
crease from $7.84 a ton in 1929 to $7.37 
in 1930. 

Smaller demand and unsettled con- 
ditions were generally reported in the 
lime industry in 1930. Lime for con- 
struction was apparently more ad- 
versely affected than other classes of 
lime. The demand for lime for chem- 
ical uses was also slow, although there 
were some individual reports of better 
demand than 1929. Lime for agricul- 
tural use was reported in specially 
good demand during the spring of 1930, 
but continued drought and consequent 
crop failures greatly curtailed later re- 
quirements in many sections of the 
country. Sales of lime for construc- 
tion are estimated at 1,200,000 tons in 
1930, compared with 1,640,827 tons in 
1929, a decrease of 27 percent. Sales of 
lime for chemical uses are estimated 
at 1,900,000 tons, compared with 2Z,- 
290,612 tons in 1929, a decrease of 17 
percent. Included in the estimated 
sales of chemical lime in 1930 are sales 
of refractory lime (sintered dolomite) 
amounting to 356,000 tons, a decrease 
of 27 percent from the output reported 
for 1929. Sales of lime for agricultural 
use are estimated at 284,000 tons, a de- 


crease of 17 percent from the 338,329 
tons reported in 1929.

These inquiries seemed to _ indicate 
gradual expansion that has been tak- 
ing in manufacturing requirements of 
the consuming industries since the 
start of the year, a condition which 
was expected to continue after the 
termination of the first quarter. Al- 
though a greater volume of orders 
were noted on spot, basic products, in- 
termediates and acids were unchanged 
as to prices. 


Although the automotive industry 
was making further preparation 
toward stepping-up of production 


schedules in March to reach an esti- 
mated output of between 275,000 and 
300,090 units, a comparatively hand- 
to-mouth buying of toluene was in 
vogue last week. However, improve- 
ment in demand from the motor car 
makers was generally expected during 
the current month. 

The rubber industry continued to 
step-up production schedules com- 
mensurate with the estimated demand 
for finished products, especially from 
the automotive industry, but the sur- 


plus of tire stocks has necessitated 
curtailment in purchasing of hydro- 
carbon bases. However, a slight im- 


provement in the volume of 
benzene was noted last week. 

Pig iron production, although show- 
ing a continued expansion, was the 
smallest last month for any February 
since 1922, according to the Iron Age. 
Output of pig iron for the month was 
placed at 1,706,621 tons, equal to 60,-

Naphthalene.—While the spot market 
continued slow, reports that prices 
were being shaded in certain quarters 
in order to secure a portion of the 
small amount of business noted were 
current. Open quotations of the lead- 
ing sellers showed no variation from 
those in effect previously. Shipments 
against contracts were reported to be 
moving at the best pace possible at this 
period of the year. 

Phenol.—Dealers appeared encour- 
aged by the volume of shipments that 
moved forward against existing con- 
tracts during February, and at the 
same time a more active inquiry was 
noted in the spot market last week. 
Sellers reported that the prices were 
steady to firm throughout the period

‘ Benzene. — Although an increased 
interest was shown in the industries 
consuming this material, the hand-to- 
mouth buying continued in most direc- 
tions.

Creosote Oil Cost ‘t. Probe 
Started by Tariff Board 


WASHINGTON, March 4, 1931. 
A special cost study of creosote oil 
was undertaken by the Tariff Com- 
mission today in compliance with a 
resolution adopted in the closing days 


of the senate session. ; 
Creosote oil is now on the free list, 
and the President will not be able to 


place a duty on it even if the commis- 
sion finds that cost data so warrant, 
but the findings are to be submitted 
to the senate as soon as practicable. 
The commission will ascertain the 
differences in cost of production dur- 
ing 1928, 1929, and 1930 between creo- 
sote oil produced in the principal com- 
peting countries and domestic creosote 
oil, and if the investigation discloses 
that the domestic cost of production 
exceeds the foreign cost, the commis- 


sion will include in its report to the 
senate a statement showing the rate 
of duty necessary to equalize the cost 


difference, based on the American sell- 
ing price as defined in the tariff act.

Corn Starch and Dextrin Reduced Sharply -- Wattle 
Bark Down--Easier Position in Egg Yolk at Lower 
Prices -- Annatto Seed Is Available at Concession 


Downward revision in the prices for 
corn starch, dextrin, granular egg 
yolk, wattle bark and annatto seed 
featured the market for the dyestuffs 
and tanstuffs during the week just 
ended. The market was irregular for 
the most part, but the frequency of 
the call for the chemicals enabled these 
commodities to show a steady to firm 
tone. On the other hand, the firmness 
of the cable from the primary markets 
for certain materials offset the slug- 
gish character of local demand. 

The reduction in the prices of the 
various corn starches and dextrins was 
attributed to the unsettled condition 
of the grain market in the early part 
of the week. At the same time dealers 
indicated that the reduction was also 
made in effort to bring out orders on 
a more favorable scale from the major 
consumers who have been buying on 
hand-to-mouth basis. 

While the call for the spray egg 
yolk was fairly active during the 
period under review, the sluggishness 
of demand for the granular material 
reached heights that caused dealers 
further to reduce the prices of that 
material in effort to arouse more in- 
terest on the part of buyers. 

Dealers in annatto seed reduced the 
selling price of that material coinci- 
dent with the reduction in the ship- 
ment cost of that material. The paste 
continued unchanged. However, the 
reduction in the prices of the annatto 
seed failed to reflect to any propor- 
tions in the buying because of the fact 
that it is an off-season for that ma- 
terial at this time. 


week under review. Dealers reported 
that shipments against contracts had 
increased. Sellers were of the opin 
ion that, if the first week in March 
was to be taken as a criterion for the 
remaining weeks of the first quarter, a 
satisfactory volume of shipments will 
have been aggregated for the initial 
quarter. Prices were unchanged. 

Soda Bichromate.—Althouch the tex- 
tile and tanning industry adhered to a 
restricted buying policy during the first 
two months of the current year, and 
continued to purchase on such a basis 
during the week just ended, dealers 
indicated that the frequency of the call 
enabled a satisfactory volume of busi- 
ness to be realized. Prices, by reason 
of the placing of these rush orders, 
continued to display a steady to firm 
tone throughout the period under 
review. 


Dyestuffs 


Annatto. — The shipment price of 
seed was reduced %c. to make the 
market 7e. per pound. Dealers like- 
wise reduced the selling price to the 
basis of 7%c. to 9%c. per pound, ac- 
cording to quantity. The price for paste 
was unchanged. 

Archil.—Small lot buying constituted 
the demand last week, but prices were 
fairly well maintained at the levels of 
the preceding week. 

Cochineal.—The market for both the 
gray and Teneriffe silver cochineal 
marked time during the week just 
ended. However, they were held at the

Inasmuch as it was common knowl- 
edge concessions were being made in 
all directions in effort to obtain a por- 
tion of the small-lot demand for wattle 
bark, the open reduction in the quo- 
tations by the leading sellers of that 
material was not unexpected. 

Relative to the tanning industry, it 
was indicated that the tanners were 
pressing the manufacturers for busi- 
ness, but the disposition to buy on a 
hand-to-mouth basis on the part of the 
manufacturers continued to prevail. 
This condition was attributed to un- 
settlement in the hide market, and to the 
desire of the industry to work on ac- 
tual orders rather than stock, being an 
effort to avoid the pitfalls of overpro- 
duction. The buying of raw materials 
by the tanners therefore continued on 
a restricted basis throughout the pe- 
riod under review. 

The textile industry continued to 
place rush orders rather than charge 
inventories to any sizable proportions. 
The outstanding development in the 
textile industry last week was the re- 
sumption of the activities in the New 
England wool mills upon the peaceful 
settlement of the labor difficulties. It 
was also indicated that the Southern 
print cloth factories were running on 
full time day shifts. Also a better 
feeling existed in the rayon industry. 
However, the silk textiles mills 
showed a tendency toward the slack- 
ening of production schedules, reflect- 
ing a too rapid stepping up of sched- 
ules at the start of the year and also 
of the unsettlement of the raw silk 
market.

Antimony Salts.—The firmness of the 
China cables tended to offset the slow- 
ness in the local demand, with the re- 
sult the price positions of both the oxide 
and needle materials were unchanged, 

Potash Bichromate.—The spot mar- 
ket was fairly active throughout the 


levels of the previous week. Sellers 
were of the opinion that the slacken- 
ing in buying was to be attributed to 
the desire of the buyers to await defi- 
nite word regarding the plans to sta- 
bilize the peseta, which plans were 
being formulated by Finance Minister 
of the Spanish cabinet. 

Fustic.—Although textile interests 
continued to purchase for immediate 
requirement only, the volume of the 
turnover last week reached a favorable 
aggregate, but prices for the crystals, 
sticks and liquid were unaltered. 

Hematine. — Small-lot buying pre- 
vailed here last week but the frequency 
of the call enabled dealers to maintain 
the prices of the preceding week. 

Hypernic. — Conditions tending to- 
ward price disturbance were lacking 
in this market last week, and the prices 
that have been in effect for some time 
past continued to be quoted. 

Fustic.—Textile interests showed no 
disposition to drop the buying for im- 
mediate requirements only, resulting 
in another comparatively quiet week. 
Prices of the various items were unh- 
changed.

prices for bromides in this country has 
been checked to a considerable extent. 
However, it was still a market poten- 
tially at least in favor of buyers with 
business to place. 

Formaldehyde. — Foreign inquiries, 
especially from the Far East, continued 
to result in a very fair volume of busi- 
ness being booked. As to domestic 
sales, they lacked normal volume and 
contributed somewhat to the continued 
competitive position of the article in 
local trading. 

Glycerin.—The market for crude and 
dynamite glycerin was easier and, ac- 


cording to some, prices were lower. 
Chemically pure was maintained at 
unchanged quotations and the move- 


ment was said to be fairly good con- 
sidering the generally let-down condi- 
tion in many trades using that form 
of glycerin. Normal demand from the 
makers of explosives has yet to de- 
velop. 

CHICAGO, March 4.—C.p. glycerin is 
changing hands on a restricted scale, with 


the market rather easy. Inquiry for 
future shipment is fair.

Iron Pyrophosphate.—The market 
was 74c. to 75c. per pound and scales 
were offered at 69c. to 70c. The ab- 
sorption of consumption was said to be 
sufficient to prevent accumulation of a 
surplus of stocks. Undertones were 
very steady in all quarters. 

Iron-Ammonia Citrate.—Brown and 
green scales were unchanged in price, 
but the market was comparatively easy 
in undertone because of the generally 
competitive position of citrates and 
the failure of demand to mount even 
closely to normal proportions. 

Lead lodide.—This minor iodide was 
about steady. Production does not ex- 
ceed the consumption needs of in- 
dustry and hence the leading sellers 
of the material are able to keep quo- 
tations to a steady position because of 
the absence of much competition. 

Lithium Salts.—Bromide, carbonate, 
citrate and iodide were all reported 
unchanged as to price and subject to 
a demand that covered the small re- 
quirements of buyers in practically all 
instances. No attempt to cover well 
into the future is being made as buy- 
ers find no difficulty in obtaining de- 
liveries promptly at prices fairly rea- 
sonable and not subject to change. 

Manganese lodide.—-In sympathy 
with the comparatively steady 
tion of practically all minor iodides, 
manganese continued to sell in a 
limited way on the basis of $6.40 to 
$6.45 per pound. Competition was re- 
ported to be negligible. 

Menthol.—Quotations were advanced 
25c. to the basis of $4 to $4.25 per 
pound. This rise reflected advance 
in quotations prevailing in the market 
in Japan. Furthermore, the sales on 
spot have been maintained steadily 
and have resulted in a material reduc- 
tion of stocks unsold here at this time. 

Mercury Bisulphate.—Further chanze 
in price has been avoided but the 
market was still competitive and hascd 
on raw material obtainable at very 
low prices. The movement of bisul- 
phate into consumption was said to be 
about equal to normal requirements of 
buyers. 

Mercury lodide.—This iodide was 
steady to firm, being subjected to a 
steady, though not large, consuming 
request and not being influenced very 
much by the fact that in point of volume 
sales are considerably below norme!l 
in size. Production continued 
firm and hence quotations were with- 
out change. 

Methanol.—The market was routine 
in practically all respects. Demand was 
comparatively small and without 
promise of early expansion. Small 
volume of sales tended to make sellers 
adhere rather closely to official quo-

tations as to shade them would not 
produce the sale of an added gallon of 
material in the opinion of those closest 
to the sale of the material. 

Methyl Acetone.—Producers have 
managed to maintain a iairly steady 
price position for the material, filling 
a moderate consuming requirement 
under conditions that have made for 
stability in prices and elimination of 
competition likely to break the market. 


Opium.— Additional reports from the 
producing countries were lacking but 
it appeared likely that prices would

Paraldehyde. — Competition was 
somewhat less prominent and urgent. 
Therefore, prices were maintained in 


comparatively steady position and pre- 
vailed under conditions not likely to 
cause a break in values at this time 
at least. Sales were fair, in size, gen- 
eral business conditions considered. 
Phenylhydrazine Hydrochloride.—The 
widely varying prices for this article 
continued in effect. Some sellers want- 
ed as high as $6.50 per pound and some 
offered as low as %8c. per pound. It 
was a question of seller, material, and

Quo- 
tations were $100 to $102 per flask, and 
it appeared that sellers here, as well as 
in the Far West, would be able to es- 
tablish a steadier market as well as to 
eliminate the possible entry of Euro- 
pean metal into this market. Despite 
reports to the contrary, the German 
and certain other Central European 
representatives of the Italo-Hispano 
combine will retain their agencies, ac- 
cording to the Chemist and Druggist 
(London). 

Quinine.—While business has been 
fairly brisk, it was clear that it was 
rather under what might be called nor- 
mal volume.

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A. P. 1. Committee Named 
To Confer on Trade Code 


CHICAGO, March 5, 1931. 
Representatives of both large and 
small oil companies gathered at Chi- 


cago March 4 as the culmination of a 
three-day series of meetings devoted 
to consideration of various phases of 
the code of ethics for marketing re- 
fined petroleum products. The repre- 
sentatives, meeting in a national con- 
ference on oil marketing, voiced ap- 
proval of the code and voted approval 
of the action of the American Pe- 
troleum Institute’s board of directors 
in petitioning a reconsideration of the 
Federal Trade Commission’s recent re- 
pudiation of the code. 

Determination that the industry hold 
fast to its code by whatever means 
are necessary was expressed by prac- 
tically all speakers participating in the 
discussion, who included executives of 
major oil companies, officials of state 
marketing associations, members of 


various code committees, and inde- 
pendent oil marketers. 
The policy of lease and agency 


agreements as operated by numerous 
major oil companies, however, came 
in for severe criticism by many speak- 
ers. These men, while most of them 
stated they did not wish to embarrass 
the industry in making a united stand 
to the commission for the code, held 
out strongly for some modification of 
the workings of the lease and agency 
system. They asserted the provision 
of the code relating to that mode of 
operation was being greatly abused in 
many territories and urged careful 
consideration by the industry. Many 
urged its abolishment. 

The following committee was ap- 
pointed by President Reeser of the in- 
stitute to confer with the federal trade 
commission and to discuss retention 
of the code upon such terms as the 
commissions may approve and subject 
to the approval of the institute:— 

Roy B. Jones, Panhandle Producing 
and Refining Company, chairman; 
Henry M. Dawes, Pure Oil Company; 
L. L. Stevens, Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana; E. S. Hall, Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey; and W. R. 
Boyd, jr, executive vice-president of 
the American Petroleum Institute. 

At the morning session March 4 R. 
J. Alexander, of the Pennsylvania 
Grade Crude Oil Association, predicted 
possible grave consequences for mem- 
bers of his association if the lease and 
agency type of operation was con- 
tinued. 

Roy B. Jones urged the use of every 
means of retaining the code, predicting 
that if present chaotic tendencies were 
not checked by some such instrumen- 
tality, 50 pexgcent of the companies 
represented at the conference might be 
out of existence.

On Missouri River Route 


WASHINGTON, March 5, 1931. 

Lower freight rates were ordered by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
today on gasoline and other refined pe- 
troleum products from points in Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma and Missouri to desti- 
nations in southwestern Nebraska and 
northeastern Colorado. 

In two related decisions the commis- 
sion disposed of more than a score of 
individua] rate complaints. Many of 
the complaints involved the use of the 
so-called “Superior, Neb., gateway,” 
where the Santa Fe railroad makes 
connections with the Burlington over 
the line of the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern. Although most of the traffic moves 
via Kansas City, the shippers contend- 
ed that the shorter distance via Supe- 
rior should be the basis of the freight 
rates. The railroads insisted that open- 
ing this gateway would break down the 
nicely graduated rate adjustment in 
Nebraska. The commission declared 
that this is not sufficient reason for 
denying the use of this gateway and 
requiring shippers to use circuitous 
routes. However, the commission took 
notice of the fact that it is often ad- 
vantageous for shipments to move via 
Kansas City, and that if the Superior 
gateway were opened it would divert 
all traffic from the Missouri River 
routes. The commission therefore de- 
cided not to require opening the Supe- 
rior route, but to consider the shorter 
distance through Superior in establish- 
ing rates which will apply over the 
Missouri River route. 

Shippers wished to divide the origin 
territory into three separate cate 





groups—western Kansas, eastern Kan- 
sas and western Oklahoma, and east- 
ern Oklahoma. The commission held 
that this might be advantageous for 
the purposes of the present case, but 
that it would disrupt existing competi- 
tive conditions, and it refused to sanc- 
tion any change in the rate groups as 


laid down in the Midcontinent case 
some yers ago. 
On the shipments covered in this 


ease, rates from Oklahoma have been 
uniformly 4 cents more than the rates 
from Kansas, but the commission re- 
duced this to 3% cents. The level of 
the rates was particularly attacked, in 
that they exceed the so-called “column 
25” rates in the Southwestern 
rate scale. 

The scale of rates laid down by the 
commission is based largely on dis- 
tance, and names the rates from the 
two origin groups to some fifty desti- 
nations in Colorado and Nebraska, and 
the reductions range from 7 cents to 
14 cents per 100 pounds. 

Chairman Brainard and Commission- 
er Mahaffie dissented, the latter de- 
claring that the rates are below rea- 
sonable maximums, and that if shippers 
prefer to use a circuitous route the 
rates should not be based on an unused 
short route. 

A large number of the individual 
complaints embraced in the general re- 
port involved rates to eastern Nebras- 
ka, and the commission prescribed re-

Oil Permits Ban Review 
Granted by Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON, March 2, 1931. 


The Supreme Court of the United 
States today granted review of a group 
of cases growing out of President 
Hoover’s policy of conservation of oil 
on the public domain. 

The lower Federal court held that 
the Secretary of the Interior was not 
empowered to refuse prospecting per- 
mits to qualified applicants on public 
lands, but the appellate court reversed 
this finding and held that the general 
leasing law gave the secretary authori- 
ty to use discretion in withholding per- 
mits for the public benefit. 

The government did not oppose re- 
view by the supreme court. Briefs as 
amicus curiae were filed in the case 
by the public land States of Colorado, 
New Mexico, Montana, Utah and 
Wyoming.

Low Prices Fail to Stimulate Demand From Buyers-- 
Competition Still Dominant Factor--Stocks Considered 
Plentiful in Comparison with Withdrawals by Users 


The market for botanical drugs con- 
tinued routine in its make-up during 
the past week. While sellers were in- 
clined to view the future with some 
degree of optimism, that point of view 
seemed to be based solely on the idea 
that current prices were already so 
low that they could not be driven much 
further in favor of buyers. However, 
the competitive character of the 
market in general tended to keep the 
situation unsettled, uncertain, and un- 
deniably without signs of fundamental 
improvement in terms of consuming 
demand. 

Stocks in this market were declared 
to be ample. Instances where scarcity 
of supply prevails were said to be few 
and far between. Even in the in- 
stances when tonnage in hand would 
be reckoned to be conservative to 
small, the absence of demand within 
normal volume has resulted in sellers 
being unable to readjust values to a 
basis that ordinarily would come. On 
the other hand, many materials were 
grossly over-supplied and such goods 
were notably weak, always subject 
to shading when business was in sight, 
and without much hope for improve- 
ment until such time as production or 
collection shall have been curtailed 


Lack of trading was noted last week, 
which accounted for the fact that sell- 
ers were willing to entertain orders at 
prices 1c. lower than had prevailed. 
The market was 19c. ta 20c. per poun:l, 

Buckthorn.—Ample stocks available 
in all quarters checked against a not 
very active consuming request. Most 
buyers seemed to be well supplied with 
the article. Jobbing orders were 
placed at 8c. to 9c. per pound and a 
shade less might be done on a quantity. 

Cinchona.— At the auction of Java 
pharmaceutical (Succirubra) bark held 
at Amsterdam on February 11, 1,839 
packages (878 bales and 961 cases), 
weighing 71,631 kilos, were offered, 
containing the equivalent of 1,782 kilos 
quinine sulphate. Of this quantity 251 
cases, weighing 8,702 kilos and con- 
taining the equivalent of 232 kilos, qui- 
nine sold at from 33% to 65% Dutch 
cents per half kilo net. Next auction 
March 18. 

Cottonroot.—The light request pres- 
ent in the market last week was filled 
on the basis of prices at 9c. to 10c. per 
pound. The interest of buyers failed 
to expand, keeping the total volume of

sharply and the surplus of supplies re- 
duced sharply. 

Prices in the many primary markets 
were declared to be mainly weak. Fall- 
ing off in demand from the United 
States has resulted in price-weakness 
in the foreign markets and while 
values were admitted to be comparu- 
tively low, they were oftentimes too 
high to encourage importers here to 
take on additional supplies merely be- 
cause of the apparent advantage to 
those who might buy at current quo- 
tations. Practically all importers and 
dealers were disposed toward a con- 
servatism in the matter of buying 
merely because prices appeared to be 
cheap. What the trade wants more 
than anything els? is not merchandise 
apparently cheap in the domestic or 
foreign replacement markets but some 
sign of manufacturing requirements on 
a scale certain to reduce the stocks 


already in the hands of the leading 
dealers. 

Changes in prices last week were 
not numerous and rather more ad- 


vances than usual in recent weeks were 
reported,

The material without 
leaves was at least unchanged but was 
not very well supported by orders to 
be filled on the basis of 22c. to 24c. per 
pound, the open quotation. 

Mullein.—The normal pre-spring de- 
mand was reported to be creating a 
firmer undertone in the market and 
to bringing out a steadier price posi- 
tion on the basis of 85c. to 90c. per 
pound. The unsold supply was com- 
paratively large. 

Saffron.— Quotations for Spanish 
flowers were reduced to $10.75 to $11 
per pound, and it was even intimated 
that an order in hand could be placed 
in one direction at $10.50 per pound. 
The failure of demand to remain nor- 
mal in volume has served to weaken 
the spot position of the material. 


Herbs 


Marjoram.—The market was ad- 
vanced 4c. and then confirmed by 
transactions put through on the basis 
of 16%4c. to 16%c. per pound. German 
herb remained unchanged and seemed 
to be on the firm side in most direc- 
tions. 

Prince’s Pine——Demand was _ for 
prompt requirements that were uni- 
formly small and down to jobbing size. 
Quotations were easy at 164%c. to l7c. 
per pound, being lower on the week. 

Savory.—The market was quieter 
but also steadier on the basis of the 
recent advance. Sellers indicated that 
the replacement position of the ma- 
terial warranted a spot price of 7%c. 
to 8c. per pound. 

Thyme.— Business was slack but 
prices seemed to be moderately steady 
in that sellers were not disposed to 
shade unless firm orders were in sight. 
Quotations for French were 7c. to 
8c. per pound and for Spanish, 7c. to 
7iec. per pound. 


Leaves 

Buchu.—Prices were very low, being 
almost identical with replacement cost. 
However, the presence of unsold sup- 
plies in weak quarters has been suf- 
ficient to check a warranted improve- 
ment in the local quotations for the 
material. 

Digitalis.—Although quotations were 
without change, that condition of af- 
fairs could not be traced to a satis- 
factory volume of demané in the local 
market. The needs of buyers have 
been well covered and hence the trade 
last week was mainly on a hand-to- 
mouth basis. 

Senna.—Fair demand was reported 
but the market was quite competitive 
and prices were set mainly when firm 
orders developed. Stocks on the spot 
were ample and could well care for 
any reasonable expansion in the 
takings on the part of manufacturing 
consumers. 

Uva Ursi.—Weakness in Spanish ex- 
change has not affected the position 
of this material. The market was 
steady here and abroad. Small sales 
were reported in confirmation of spot 
quotations at 5c. to 54c¢. per pound. 


Miscellaneous 


Areca Nuts.—Powdered merchandise 
was in excellent supply and unsatis- 
factory consuming request. Prices 
were easy on the basis of l3c. to l4c. 
per pound. The tendency was to ac- 
cept reasonable bids. 

Ergot.—The foreign markets were 
uniformly steady in all directions and 
seemed to be fundamentally firm on 
the basis of the conservative stocks 
available. However, with new crop 
Russian goods due for an arrival in 
the Hamburg market in the not far 
distant future, relaxation of what ap- 
pears to be a stronger price position 
would not come as an unanticipated 
development. 

Lycopodium.—Stocks were not ex- 
cessively large but based on the re- 
stricted demand from manufacturing 
consumers they were at least adequate 
to the requirements of the trade at this 
time. The market was 88c. to 43c. per 
pound, 

Papain.—Powdered was in excellent 
supply and was also readily obtainable 
at $2.40 per pound. Prices varied some- 
what on the spot but the differences 
in sellers’ opinions could be traced in 
every instance to variations in quality 
of merchandise available on the spot. 

Poppy Heads.—The market was 43c. 
to 45c. per pound, having been shaded 
under competition. Trade remained 
slack and well within jobbing descrip- 
tion. 





Roots 


Arrow.—Recent arrivals have found 
a consuming market readily on the 
basis of 8c. to 9c. per pound for powder. 
The stocks were increased considerably 
by recent importations. 

Beth.—While not reduced further in 
price, this root was still easy and sub- 
ject to a competition rather more sev- 
ere than it had been. Stocks were loose- 
ly held in most directions. 

Ipecac.—Due to declines in the re- 
placement cost of this article the spot 
market has become weak and subject 
to competition almost certain to result 
in shading of any openly made quota- 
tion in the market at this time. Quota- 


tions for whole were $1.70 per pound 
while for powder, $2.05 was asked. The 
call from leading consumers lacked 
vitality and expansion. 

Golden Seal.—Quotations were lower 
at $1 to $1.05 per pound for whole and 
$1.70 to $1.75 for powder. This estab- 
lished a new low point for the long 
continent decline in prices. A better 
market may develop later in the year 
because of the fact that low prices are 
practically certain to bring about 
abandoment of large scale cultivation 
of the material. 

Kava Kava.—Quotations were shaded 
to 13c. ta 14e. per pound and following 
that decline the market failed to as- 
sume a steadier position. In practically 
all respects a buyers’ market prevailed 
but the needs of most purchasers were 
insignificant. : 

Rhubarb.—Somewhat lower prices 
that prevailed in China around the 
Chinese New Year has been succeeded 
by a steadier position. Local sellers, 
however, remained highly competitive 
in their attitude, a condition that has 
resulted from the sales which importers 
has made direct with manufacturing 
consumers. 

Senega.—The almost total stoppage 
of export demand has resulted in fur- 
ther shading of quotations. Offerings 
were said to be as low as 638c. to 65c. per 
pound and even at that level takers 
were from the local market at least. 
Stocks held in the primary market 
were comparatively small but on the 
basis of present demand might be 
called large. 

Squill—Rather more interest has 
been displayed in powdered of late but 
the betterment in movement failed to 
find reflection in prices quoted on the 
spot. The market remained unchanged 
and rather easy in undertone. 


Seeds 


Anise.—Spanish seed was advanced 
to 8%c. to 9c. per pound during the 
week, the movement coming parallel 
with a rather wider request for spot 
deliveries. Star seed was steady but 
without sign of probable change. 

Canary.—Morocco was advanced a 
fraction to the basis of 5%c. to 5%ce. 
per pound. Turkish was changed as 
to range, the market being 4.80c. per 
pound inside, and ranging to 5.10c., 
according to quality and seller. De- 
mand was said to have been very fair. 

Celery.—Offerings were more nu- 
merous in the foreign market and a 
fair amount of business was said to 
be in prospect. Prices on the spot be- 
came rather steadier in most instances. 

Coriander.—Morocco seed was ad- 
vanced to 3c. to 3%c. per pound be- 
cause of sharp shrinkage in available 
spot stocks. Bleached seed held with- 
out change. 

Cumin.—Morocco seed was in larger 
request and sellers were able to obtain 
12%c. to 13c. per pound, an advance of 
%4c. for the week. Spanish seed was 
no longer available, but in its place, 
Algerian was offered on the basis of 
12c. to 12%c. per pound. 

Fennel.—Narrow consuming markets 
were reported in most quarters, but 
the price situation was fairly steady 
for the reason that the unsold surplus 
on the spot was comparatively small. 

Mustard.—Stocks on the spot were 
light and that alone gave to prices the 
very firm position noted in recent 
weeks. Firmness continued to domi- 
nate the situation, even though the de- 
mand from buyers left a wide margin 
for improvement. Quotations were 
without change, but the tendency to- 
ward advance in prices for the yellow 
seed was quite marked. 

Poppy.—Not much change prevailed 
in a quiet market, where prices were 
repeated on the basis of 73¢c. to 75éc. 
per pound. Stocks could care for a 
reasonable expansion in the demand for 
spot deliveries. The foreign markets 
were at least steady. 

Quince.—Fairly liberal offerings were 
available on the spot, and the market 
seemed to have quieted down on the 
basis of $1.45 to $2.50 per pound, the 
range covering differences in quality 
and price views of various sellers. 





Spices 


Cassia. —China broken cassia was 
stronger, higher, and in improved de- 
mand. Quotations for broken select 
were raised to 4¥4%c. to 4%c. per pound 
while the extra select broken was not 
available under 5c. to 54c. per pound, 
Other kinds of cassia remained with- 
out change. 

Clove. — Quality of clove spice ar- 
riving at this time was said to be be- 
low standard. The oil content of the 
buds has been proven to be low. Prices 
on the spot were unchanged under 
moderate demand. 

Ginger.—Medium bold Jamaica gin- 
ger was advanced to 11%c. to 12\%e, 
per pound. Other kinds remained un- 
changed. Also, all other varieties of 
ginger root traded in on this market 
were without new developments; 
prices were at least steady last week. 

Paprika. — Extra fancy was ad- 
vanced to 20%c. to 21c. per pound and 
the fancy was also revised upward to 
the basis of 20c. to 20%c. Other qual- 
ities were unchanged, but were also 
steadier. 

Peppers. — Black Alleppy ranged 

slightly higher at 14%c. to lic. per 
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pound. Lampong was lower at 14\c. 
to 14%c. White, Java-Muntok was 
raised to 21%c. to 22c. per pound and 
Singapore-Muntok was up to 2ic. to 
21%c. Demand was very fair. The 
Strength of the market rested on the 
premise that stocks in the hands of 
importers were very light. 

Pimento.—Quotations were cut to the 
basis of 8c. to 8%c. per pound, reflect- 
ing the competition that a reduction 
in the import cost of the material en- 
couraged. 


Crude Drugs Detained by 
U. S. at Atlantic Ports 


Officials of the Eastern district of 
the Federal Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration, examined during the year 
ended July 31, 1930, 3,593 shipments, 
covering more than 250 varieties 0 
crude drugs offered for importation, 
according to W. R. M. Wharton, chief 
of the district. The shipments thus 
examined amounted to 61,000,000 
pounds of material (exclusive of cod- 
liver oil), and 134 shipments amount- 
ing to 5,547,482 pounds, or 9 percent of 
the total drugs examined, were de- 
tained as violating the Federal food 
and drugs act. The Eastern district 
examined 2,763,620 gallons of codliver 
oil, of which 444,389 gallons were de- 
tained. 

Approximately 75,000,000 pounds of 
crude drugs were examined during the 
year ended July 31, 1929, and 3,826,500 
pounds, or 5 percent, were detained. 
Of 67,000,000 pounds examined during 
the year ended July 31, 1928, about 
7,500,000 pounds, or 11 percent, were 
detained, according to Mr. Wharton. 

Importers of crude drugs, Mr. Whar- 
ton said, can assist in the correction of 
conditions leading to the necessity for 
detentions of illegal products at Amer- 
ican ports by specifying only lawful 
merchandise. Importers, he suggested, 
should also, when necessary, fully ad- 
vise foreign shippers of methods of 
handling, drying, and cleaning to pro- 
duce sound, clean, and high-grade 
drugs. In order to avoid detentions 
and to bring about fundamental cor- 
rection of abuses in the import trade 
in crude drugs, the administration, Mr. 
Wharton said, earnestly seeks the sup- 
port and co-operation of importers in 
enforcing the food and drugs act. 

The following tabulation covers the 
more important crude drugs examined, 
Figures for total importations during 
the period covered are given by the 
Department of Commerce and cover 
the total United States importations. 
Figures showing amounts’ detained 
cover operations only in the adminis- 
tration’s Eastern district, comprising 
the Atlantic seaboard stations. Prac- 
tically all crude drugs that come to the 
United States are entered at Eastern 
district ports, however.

A supply of about 300 cubic meters 
of camphor wood a month is offered 
for export to the United States from 
Sumatra. An exporter in Pematang 
Siantar has made the offer and desires 
to get in touch with drug and essential 
oil manufacturers in this country. The 
wood can be shipped in the log, or 
hewn, or packed as the importer may 
desire. 

The consulate at Medan, which re- 
ports this offer to the Department of 
Commerce, says that it is unable to 
learn that camphor wood has ever 
been exported from northern Sumatra 
to the United States. 

The name of the exporter and other 
particulars are available to American 
firms at the Chemical Division of the 
3ureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce, Washington.

Spot sell- 
ers took a generally stronger view of 


the situation. Distilled lime proved to 
e stocked rather poorly following the 


sale of fairly substantial quantities of 
the article. The market was firmer 
and then higher as a result of the 


shrinkage in supplies. Expressed oil 
failed to develop any improvement, re- 
maining rather easy and in oversupply, 
based on current demand. 

Orange and lemon oils were both 
weak and competitive. Messina lemon 


was of a local character; the primary 
market has yet to show the develop- 
ment of a basically stronger position. 

Bergamot.—The import costs were 
down, were easy, and were subject to 
successful bidding for quantities of or- 
dinary size. The spot market had an 
easy undertone also, quotations being 
noted at $2 to $2.40 per pound as to 
brand but being subject to shading 
when business was in sight. 

Bois de Rose.—Quotations were 5bc. 
lower under competition. Business was 
said to have been done at 70c. to Tic. 


per pound for Brazilian and $1.35 to 
$1.55 for the Cayenne material. This 
weakness merely conformed with the 
situation that had prevailed in the pri- 
mary market for some time past. 
Cajeput.—Local prices for U.S.P. 


goods were lower, the movement being 


in the nature of a readjustment of 
values to conform with the replace- 
ment position of the merchandise. 


Quotations for U.S.P. [X were noted at 
65c. to 70c. per pound; U.S.P. X, $1 to 
$1.10. Consuming demand remained on 
the basis of jobbing business. 

Camphor.—A slight gain in demand 
was reported and the market took on a 
firmer structure toward the close of the 
week. Sales of sassafrassy oil in 
drums were reported at 2c. to 22c. per 
pound, while white oil in drums moved 
at l6c. to 18c. The stocks available 
locally were more than _ sufficient to 
cover requirements of buyers.

was reduced and West Indian orange 
was lower. Californian lemon and 
orange oils seemed to be in excessive 
supply and the former was easy as 
to price. The latter was held at quota- 
tions far out of line with those at 
which Messina and West Indian oils 
were obtainable. Demand still was con- 


fined to smaller quantities. 

Cedarwood was lower owing to the 
fact that two local houses had obtained 
deliveries of oil at lower prices from 


the primary market. The reduction 
was made possible by the fact that 
oil has been made from cedarwood 
stumps, the purchase of which was 
made possible by very cheap labor, 
available because of business depres- 
sion. 

Peppermint and spearmint were re- 
duced once again. This change in quo- 


tations brought out a new low price for 
oil produced in 1930 and was clear in- 
dication of the distress that has afflict- 
ed the primary market this year. Need 
for cash and a sluggish consuming in- 
terest has combined to drive prices far 
below a level considered to be profit- 
able. A curtailment in the 1931 crop is 
expected to result from the present low 
position of both oils.

Anise.—Somewhat more stable mar- 
ket conditions were reported on the 
spot.

Cedarwood.—Because have ob- 
tained limited quantities of oil pro- 
duced in the primary market from 
cedar stumps, spot prices have dropped 
under the competition which was a 
natural companion to the reduced cost 
of stocks on the spot. Quotations were 
down to 37c. to 39c. per pound, accord- 
ing to seller and quantity. Production 
of oil from stumps was profitable only 
because of distress and lack of work 
that has turned inhabitants of the 
Southern markets toward any labor 
that would bring in money. Cheap 
labor made it possible to stump cut- 
over land and gave the oil makers 
some raw material to work upon. 
Citronellan—The market was higher 
at 42c. to 44c. per pound in drums, and 
44c. to 46c. per pound for oil in cans, 
the Ceylon article being involved.

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toward lower levels so far as spot quo- 
tations were concerned. Demand for oil 
was on a hand-to-mouth basis. 

Lavender.—Inquiries were somewhat 
more numerous and some felt that an 
actual gain in sales had resulted. How- 
ever, the gain in volume, if any, failed 
to bring with it any improvement in 
prices obtainable on the spot. They 
remained easy, comparatively low, and 
minus the normal degree of sustained 
strength. 

Lemon.—Californian oil was weak 
and without support on the basis of 
65c. to 70c. per pound. Stocks were 
much in excess of the normal require- 
ments of consumers during recent 
months. Messina oil was reduced to 
the basis of 70c. to $1.10 per pound 
and it was clear that firm business in 
hand would produce deliveries at sub- 
stantially less than the inside quota- 
tion. The replacement market in 
Sicily remained weak and without sup- 
port from buyers in this country. 

Lime.—Stocks of distilled oil have 
been reduced materially by several pur- 
chases involving fairly substantial 
amount of the article. The business 
resulted in prices being raised to the 
basis of $7.75 to $8.25 per pound, Ex- 
pressed oil was not affected, remain- 
ing fairly easy under the influence of 
stocks in excess of the consumption 
powers of buyers at this time. 

Linaloe.—While unchanged, a firm 
order would probably find some holders 
who would be willing to shade if to do 
s0 would result in a reduction of the 
not excessive spot supplies of the arti- 
cle. Quotations were $1.75 to $2 per 
pound. 

Orange.—West Indian oil receded 
somewhat, being down to the basis of 
$1.95 to $2.15 per pound, according to 
brand, at a late hour in the period. 
Messina oil was unchanged but the 
open quotations seemed to be nominal 
and subject to reduction on firm orders 
to buy. California oil seemed to be 
priced far out of line with the Messina 
and West Indian oils, being too high to 
attract any general run of manufac- 
turing consumers. 

Palmarosa.—The market was. still 
easy but open quotations were not re- 
duced further. They were weak, how- 
ever, in reflection of a similar position 
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in the primary market for that 
material. al 

Patchouli.—Prices were still $4.75 to 
$5 per pound but the situation seemed 
to be less subject to depression of 
values and more inclined toward im- 
provement now that most distressed 
lots have been taken out of the spot 
market at least. 

Peppermint.—Both natural and re- 
distilled oil made new lows for spot 
quotations for 1930 crop oil. Natural 
was reduced to $1.75 to $1.85 per pound 
and the redistilled was down to $1.85 to 
$2 per pound. 3uying was almost to- 
tally absent on the spot; whatever 
business was done covered small and 
immediate requirements of lesser im- 
portant manufacturing consumers. 

Sandalwood.—Movement of the USP 
oil continued in very good volume and 
the market had a very steady position 
on the spot. Quotations were $8.25 to 
$8.50 per pound, according to quantity. 
Australian oil was offered in very fair 
sized quantities on the basis of $5.65 
per pound for a good quality oil. Of 
course, the Australian article does not 
conform to USP requirements. 

Spearmint.—Quotations were reduced 
once more, resulting in the establish- 
ment of a new low position for the oil 
on spot. The market was $2.25 to $2.40 
per pound and the position was close to 
being nominal because of the absence 
of demand exceeding the smallest kind 
of jobbing business. 

Wormseed.—Prices in the primary 
market have declined at last; for many 
months holders there had maintained a 
level of prices apparently out of line 
with the movement of oil into con- 
sumption. Quotations on the spot were 
cut to the basis of $3.25 to $3.50 per 
pound. The decline in the country was 
caused by a pressing need for money. 

Wormwood.—Though no higher, this 
oil was as strong as ever and the tend- 
ency was still upward owing to ex- 
haustion of primary market stocks, 
Demand was small last week. 


Aromatic Chemicals 


Anethol.—Sellers of this article have 
managed to weather the period of de- 
clines in raw material costs without 
breaking substantially their quotations 
for anethol, The market was subject 
to a narrow but fairly active consum- 
ing demand last week. 

Anisic Aldehyde.—Undertones were 
far steadier than the position of raw 
material might have warranted. How- 
ever, the failure of competition to gain 
headway has checked any major re- 
duction in quotations for prompt 
deliveries. 

Benzaldehyde.—A very steady mar- 
ket prevailed for USP merchandise. 
The call was ahead of what it had been 
and gave considerable support to prices 
that in the not far distant past had 
been subject to the unsettling influence 
of competition caused by poor consum- 
ing request. 

Isopropyl Alcohol.—A standard and 
stable market for this article was re- 
ported. The producers were firm in 
their prices and they indicated business 
to be sufficient to warrant the assump- 
tion that values would not move fur- 
ther in favor of buyers in the very 
near by future.

Gums, Waxes, Shellac 


Sharp Advance in Prices for Spot African Beeswax-- 
Bonedry Shellac Higher--New Crop Influences Bring 
Further Cut in Arabic CQuotations--Camphor Steady 


Sudden and strong advance in quo- 
tations for African beeswax was a 
prominent feature in the spot market 
during the past week. Bonedry shellac 
was also advanced during the early 
part of the period. Arabic was weak 
ind competitive in all quarters because 
of new crop influences and the rather 
poor world demand for the material, 
a condition that has resulted from the 


high prices that in recent years sent 
many consumers in search of substi- 
tutes, apparently with success, The 


undertone of the market as a whole 
was fairly steady and changes in quo- 
lations were rare. 

The advance in African beeswax 
prices came with the development of 
a shortage in spot goods. While some 
quarters had been bearish on the 
article for some time past, others had 


been convinced that the material was 
worth more money, and that higher 
prices were only a matter of time. 


Control of stocks in the European and 
London markets was said to be abso- 
lute, preventing purchase at favorable 
rates abroad. Sales last week included 
numerous transactions between com- 
petitors with a stock and others need- 
ing a supply. Other kinds of beeswax 
were without change as to price. 

The decline in quotations for gum 
arabic were traceable to the influence 
of new crop. Lack of demand has 
weakened the market steadily abroad 
and on spot. Most manufacturing con- 
sumers were disposed to look for sub- 
stantially lower quotations as the sea- 
son advances, and hence were not ac- 
live buyers even at the decline last 
week. Many consumers were turned to 


and natural at 37s. c.i.f. The spot mar- 
ket still remains steady, and Kordofan 
cleaned is unchanged at 47s. 6d. to 50s., 
and natural at from 45s. to 46s. 
Bleached is in short supply and quite 
steady at 130s. to 137s. 6d. according 
to quality. Talha is unchanged at 
32s. 6d. spot, but is easier forward at 
21s. 6d. c.if. According to the latest 
advices from the Kordofan stations, 
the arrivals during January were 2,950 
tons, against 1,884 tons for December 
and 1,541 tons for January, 1930.

The No. 3 grades met 
most of the tendency toward cutting 
of prices but that tendency was also 
not lacking in practically all other 
grades, Cpen quotations were retained 
without ehange but to a very consid- 
erable extent they were nominal and it 
needed firm orders in hand to definitely

Japan.—Pressure of stock liquida- 
tion, in view of the cheapness of wax 
in the primary market, tended to keep 
spot quotations unsettled and in gen- 
erally weak position. Despite the fact 
that for many years this was has not 
been so cheap as it is at present, man- 
ufacturing consumers have been with- 
out the necessity to trade in quantities 
much exceeding those of jobbing de- 
scription. 


Shellac 


Sharp advances in prices for shellac 
in London and Calcutta resulted in 
much higher spot quotations for bone- 
dry shellac, T. N., and superfine. De- 
mand was very brisk during the rise in 
the foreigm markets and resulted in 
most oflerings from Caleutta being ac- 
cepted. On Tuesday, every package 
offered was taken. Bleachers reported 
a sharp upward swing in orders. Buy- 
ers Were apparently low of stocks and 
the bulge in values abroad acted as a 
stimulus that eventually brought about 
the booking of a very large amount of 
business. ‘This was an indication of a 
hasic change in general business con- 
ditions. Not so long ago, advancing 
prices in Calcutta left buyers in this 
country absolutely cold: they ignored 
the advances, having little faith in 
the higher levels and remaining ab- 
solutely aloof from the market. Last 
week that was different. Actual need 
for stocks apparently existed and trad- 
ing was promptly increased when 
prices strenmgthened and advanced in 
Calcutta. 

The advance there was attributed to 
two causes. First, adverse reports 
concerning the Bysacki crop put the 
total between 175,000 and 200,000 pack- 
ages. Either figure would be far under 
normal, Second, peaceful settlement 
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of the political differencese between 
the British Government and the ad- 
herents of Mahatma Gandhi promptly 
brought improvement in the position 
of all products of India,

Bitters Are Spirits 
For Tariff Purposes 


WASHINGTON, March 2, 1931. 

Amargo and Orruro bitters are duti- 
able under the spirits schedule of the 
tariff act rather than under the medici- 
nal paragraph, the United States Court 
of Customs and Patent Appeals held 
today in a case brought by the Uni- 
versal Mercantile Company. 

The bitters were assessed $5 per 
proof gallon under paragraph 802 of 
the tariff act of 1922 which provides 
for spirits and bitters of all kinds con- 
taining spirits, and the bottles were as- 
sessed at one-third the rates on the 
empty bottles, as provided in para 
sraph 809 for all articles in the spirits 
schedule. The importer claimed that 
the bitters were dutiable at 40 cents 
per povnd and 25 percent ad valorem 
under paragraph 24, providing for me- 
dicinal compounds and alcoholic com- 
pounds, and that the bottles were 
dutiable at the same rate as the con- 
tents under paragraph 217, as pro- 
vided for goods other than spirits. 

The bitters were considered non- 
potable and incapable of being used 
as a beverage and were therefore im- 
ported without a prohibition permit, 
although containing approximately 45 
percent of alcohol by volume. "The 
importer argued that the bitters, being 
used for medicinal purposes, should be 
dutiable as medicines, and that the 
spirits schedule of the tariff act was 
imtended to apply only to beverage 
liquors, relying on a case in which 
deratured wine was imported for to- 
bacco curing without paying the wine 
duty. 

The court held that the medicaments 
in these bitters were not added to es- 
eape the duty but were essential in- 
sredients and that Congress made an 
exception in the spirits schedule by in- 
eluding nonbeverage products made 
with spirits.

Drano Freight Status Set 

WASHINGTON, March 5, 1931. 

The Brackett Chemical Company’s 
product, “Drano,” is properly classi- 
fied for trade purposes as a drainpipe 
solvent rather than as a cleaning com- 
pound, the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission has decided. 

The company objected to a classi- 
fication for drainpipe solvents separate 
from the general classification for 
cleaning compounds not otherwise in- 
dexed by name, particularly since it is 
now advertising the product as suit- 
able for cleaning garage floors, gar- 
bage cans, and other articles. It also 
argued that the description is a mis- 
nomer because drano by itself cannot 
dissolve anything and does not dis- 
solve the drainpipe. Generally speak- 
ing, the freight rates on drainpipe sol- 
vent are the same as on cleaning com- 
pounds, although in some instances 
they are higher. The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission held that inasmuch 
as drano and other drainpipe solvents 
have a higher value than most clean- 
ing compounds and as the two classes 
of products are scarcely competitive, 
a separate rate classification is justi- 
fied. 


Petroleum Geologists 


Will Meet March 19 


The American Association of Pe- 
troleum Geologists will hold its six- 
teenth annual meeting March 19 to 21, 
inclusive, at San Antonio, Texas, with 
the local section, the San Antonio 
Geological Society, acting as host. An 
excellent program of business and en- 
tertainment has been arranged and in- 
cluded will be field trips to the Bal- 
cones and Mexia fault lines, to Laredo 
and across the border into Mexico. 
Concurrent meetings to be held with 
the geologists will be those of the So- 
ciety of Economic Paleontologists and 
Mineralogists and the Society of Pe- 
troleum Geophysicists. 


Natural Gasoline Output 
Of World Shows Increase 


Natural gasoline production through- 
out the world in 1929 totalled 58,200,357 
barrels, an increase of 16,730,288 bar- 
rels over the 1927 production of 41,470,- 
069 barrels, according to a survey con- 
ducted by E. B. Swanson, chief petro- 
leum economist of the United States 
Bureau of Mines, through which sur- 
vey the first complete quantitative 
data on natural gasoline production 
and utilization in foreign countries has 
been assembled. During the period 
covered by the survey more than 90 
percent of the world production came 
from the United States though the 
foreign production increased from 5.8 
percent of the total in 1927 to 8.6 per- 
cent in 1929.

France, Germany and _ Italy, 
though they produce small quantities 
of ecrude oil. Australia reported a 
small quantity of natural gasoline pro- 
duced, but not on a commercial quan- 
tity basis.
